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THE SIEGE OF KHARTOUM 


HOW GEN. GORDON REPELLED THE 
REBEL ATTACKS. 

MINES LAID IN ALL DIRECTIONS — FOOD 
SCARCE AND DEAR— GUNBOATS SsUC- 
CESSFULLY USED—HARD FIGHTING. 

Lonpon, Sept. 29.— The Times’s corre- 

spondent at Khartoum under date of April 28 

reports that Gen. Gordon was laying mines in 

all directions, Food was dear. Gen. Gordon had 

Issued paper money, the treasury being at Ber- 

ber, and was paying the soldiers with it. The 

town was quiet. .Half of the population joined 
the repels previous to the beginning of the 
siege. No news had been received from 
the British Government. Under date of 

July 30, the correspondent says: ** The town has 

been closely besiezed for five months and will 

be able to hold out only two months longer. 

Rations are being,issued to the poor.” The cor- 

respondent sends the following extracts from 

his diary: ** March 23--Hassan and Safid were 
executed for their treachery during a battle 
which occurred on March 16, when we 
lost 350 killed and wounded. April 16 to 
20—The rebels attacked the town, but suf- 
_ fered heavy losses by explosions of the mines. 

May 1—An accident occurred to-day. An officer 

trod upon the cunnection to one of the mines 

and caused an explosion. Six men were killed. 

May 3—A man reported that the English Army 

was at Berber. To the end of May the 

rebels made frequent attacks upon the town, 
suffering losses from the mines. During 

June steamer expeditions, under com- 

mand of Saati Bey, were made_ daily. 

Our losses on these expeditions were slight. We 

capture’ many cattle. On June 25 Mr. Cuzzi, 

the English Consul, informed us of the fall of 

Berber. Mr. Cuzzi was sent to Kordofan. On 

June 30 Saati Bey captured a guantty of corn 

and killed 200 rebels. Julv 16 — Saati Bey 

burned Kalakla and three other villages. 

He also attacked Gatarub, but was de- 

feated. Saati Bey and his officers were 

killed. The loss was heavy. Col. Stewart 
had a narrow escape. On June 29 we beat the 
rebels out of Buri, on the Blue Nile. A number 

ofthe enemy were killed, and we captured a 

quantity of material. The steamers advanced to 

Elfau, clearing 13 rebel forts. Since the siege 

began our loss has been under 700. July 3I1—The 

siege has been very close. Arab bulletsare flying 
on all sides, some of them falling on thie pal- 
ace. Food is tremendously dear. Since my 
recent dispatch, all hope of Government relief 
has gone and we only depend on the steamers. 

It is impossible for us to cut our way through 

the rebels, burdened as we are with numbers of 

women and children. One Arab horseman 
suffices to frighten 209 of our men. On the day 

Saati Bey was killed eight rebels charged 200 of 

our men armed with HKemington rifles and dis- 

persed them. The oniy men we are able to 
depend on are the negroes. July 29—Mehemet 

Ali’s action yesterday was very successful. Five 

armored steamers, after clearing 13 forts, found 

at Gareff two strong forts. The vessels engaged 
the forts for eight hours under a terrific fire. 

The cannon in the forts were finally disabled 

and the rebeis driven out. Our loss was only 

three killed and thirteen wounded. Gen. Gor- 
don will soon send two steamers toward Senaar 
to try to recapture a steamer taken from Saleh 

Bey. Gen. Gordon is well.” 

A dispatch to the Times from Vienna says that 
the British Cabinet has informed the powers that 
it considers the action of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment in suspending the sinking fund as justifia- 
ble in the present condition of the finances of 
that country. 


ALEXAND:IA, Sept. 29.—M. Barrere, the 
French diplomatic agent, has summoned ail 
French officials in the Egyptian service who are 
absent to return to their posts immediately. 

Parts, Sept. 29.—The Ministerial papers 
express satisfaction atthe agreement between 
France and Germany relative to Egyptian 
affairs. 


GIBRALTAR, Sept. 29.—The steamer Ocean 
King, from Montreal, with the Canadian con- 
tingent for service under Gen. Wolseley on the 
Nile, has arrived here. The men arein good 
vondition.

THE CHOLERA’S MARCH. 

Rog, Sept. 29.—The report of the chol- 
era epidemic in Italy for the past 24 hours gives 
a total of 355 fresh casesand 212 deaths, includ- 
ing 171 cases and 100 deaths in Naples and 95 cases 
and 55 deaths in Genoa. 


MARSEILLES, Sept. 29.—During the past 
24 hours there have been 10 deaths from cholera. 
Eleven deaths from cholera are reported in the 
southern provinces of France, including the 
Vicar-General of Nimes,in the Department of 
Gard. 

TovLon, Sept. 29.—Four cholera patients 
are still under treatment at the Bon Rencontre 
Hospital, and one at St. Mandrier, where there 
has been one death to-day. 

Paris, Sept. 29. — Four deaths from 
cholera bave occurred near Foix, in the Depart- 
ment of Ariége. 

VENICE, Sept. 29. — Two deaths from 
cholera have occurred here. 

MADRID, Sept. 29.—The newspapers of 
Barcelona positively deny the statements pub- 
lished elsewhere that cholera prevails there.

THE CHINESE AND THE FRENCH. 

TIENTSIN, Sept. 29.—It is reported that 
the Empress of China has decided to conclude 
peace with France. 

Lonpon, Sept. 29.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Hong Kong says: .“The French 
stopped and searched the English regular trad- 
ing steamers Fuhkien and Hailoong in the For- 
mosa Channel. This action has caused great irri- 
tation. The fact that neutral steamers are con- 
veying soldiers and munitions of war to various 
quarters will probably be asource of complica- 
tion, in view of Admiral Lespes’s recent action in 
connection with a German ship.” ; 

Paris, Sept. 29.—Admiral Courbet will 
not, according to the official advices, resume 
operations in Chinese waters until October. It 
is stated that Admiral Courbet has expressed the 
opinion that while the occupation of Kelung, 
on the island of Formosa, wiil have a certain 
amount of favorable intluence for the French 
flag in China, yet he believes that nothing short 
of amarch upon the city of Pekin and the actual 
occupation of the Chinese canital by the French 
troops will suffice to compel the Government 
of China to accept the demands made by the 
French Government.

THE DYNAMITE SCARE. 

Lonpon, Sept. 29.—Sir William Vernon- 
flarcourt, Secretary of State for the Home De- 
partment, has written a letter urging upon 
Nobel’s Explosive Company, of London, the 
necessity of huving their 50 dynamite depots 
strictly guarded nightly. In response the No- 
bels state that to comply with the request would 
involve an expense of $125,000 and render their 
competition with American and German dy- 
namite manufacturers impossible. The saie 
of the latter is practically uncontrolled, 
while the police in England control the 
sale of native dynamite. They state 
that foreign dynamite has been used in nearly 
ail the recent outrages that have been perpe- 
trated in England. They close by suggesting to 
the Home Secretary that the Government 
should levy a duty upon foreign-made dynamite, 
and thus enabie Isritish manufacturers to pro- 
vide safewuards for their premises and yet real- 
ize a profit. 

MARSEILLES, Sept. 29.—An explosion of 
dynamite occurred to-day at Monceaux, a vil- 
lage in the Department of Corréze, at the house 
of the special guard appointed for the provec- 
tion of the director of the mines. Fortunately 
pO person was hurt.

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4 INCENDIARISM IN CLEVELAND. 


THREE FIRES STARTED IN ONE NIGHT IN 
DIFFERENT PARTS OF THE CITY. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 29.—In the face 
of the watchfulness of the police and the vigi- 
lance of the citizens’ patrol, incendiary fires con- 
tinue to be started in different portions of the 
city, and the alarmed and frightened citizens 
expect momentarily to hear of the commence- 
ment of another conflagration. This morning, 
at 3 o'clock, a fire broke out in the large planing 
mil) owned by C. Haywood, and located on Cedar- 
avenue, near the Pittsburg Railroad track. The 
mill was used for the manufacture of furniture. 
The flames were first discovered in the second 


story, ir rooms used for finishing. The whole of 
the second story was burned out, entailing 
a loss of about $2,000, which is cov- 
ered by insurance. There was no _ possi- 
bility of the fire catching from anything, 
and there is no question but that it was incen- 
diary. About 30 minutes after this fire an alarm 
was turned in calling the department toa frame 
dwelling house on Root-street, in the opposite 
yart ot the city. The house was the property of 
John Richards. The family were awakened by 
neighbor:. The house was badly damaged. At 
daylightan attempt was made to fire the roller 
skating rink, a building just erected. A lot of 
waste, saturated with oil, was found hidden in a 
tar barrel under the main part of the building. 
A desperate attempt was made to fire the block 
owned by John Green, at the corner of St. Clair 
and Court place. A man who happened to be 
yassing saw smoke coming out of the windows. 
eturned in an alarm. An investigation dis- 
closed the fact that a fire had been started in a 
large pine box in one of the main halls which 
was used as a receptacle for sweepings. The box 
was badiy charred before the fire was extin- 
guished. 
_ A profound sensation was occasioned this even- 
ing by the arrest of Allen Diemer, of No. 43 
Woodbine-avenue, a son of Peter Diemer, the 
prominent distiller, on the charge of arson. The 
warrant for Diemer’s arrest was sworn out by 
C. Haywood, whose large planing mill was mys- 
teriously fired at3 o’clock this morning. Diemer 
was Secretary and Treasurer of the Lake Erie 
Ice Company, and a short time ago hired the 
Haywood planing mill and began the manu- 
facture of furniture. Dufferences arose and Die- 
mer threw up his contract and retired, Hay- 
wood running and managing the business. Tne 
fire at the mill occurred at a few minutes 
before 3 o’clock, and it is claimed that Diemer 
was on the ground as soon as the firemen, and 
that he began at once to offer a reward of $50 
tor the detection of theincendiary. Hisactions, 
it is alleged, also were suspicious,and he was 
placed under arrest. At the same time a man by 
the name of William Dingee, of No. 16 Sheeiy 
Court, was arrested. This man, it is claimed, is 
an accomplice. He claims that Diemer set the 
building afire. The young man has always 
borne an excellent reputation and has lots 
of friends throughout the city. Socially 
he has always occupied ai prominent 
position. He denies emphatically that he had 
anything whatever to do witb the fire. His 
father, Peter Diemer, was the nominee of the 
Democratic Party last Fall for State Representa- 
tive, and 1s rich and intiuential. He called at 
the Central Station late in the afternoon, but 
was refused permission to see his son. He was 
about to institute proceedings of habeas corpus 
when the police authorities showed a willing- 
ness to bail the young man, and he was released 
on $1,000 bail. 

At 1 o’clock this morning John Holleran 
was arrested on suspicion of being an in- 
cendiary. He was found sitting on a 
pile of lumber in the yard of the 
Cleveland Bridge and Car Works. At his trial 
this morning he refused to say anything, and 
was sent to the workhouse pending an investiga- 
tion. About an hour later John Lester was 
found in an alley back of the large blocks on the 
north side of Superior-street. He had ona pair 
of slippers, and when arrested could not give an 
account of himself. The police force has been 
strengthened, and the citizens in many instances 
have established private patrols. It has rammed 
heavily for the past twelve hcurs, and this, it is 
thougbt, will prevent serious damages even if a 
fire is started.

NEWPORT, R. I., Sept. 29.—A very pretty 
wedding took place here to-day, the bride being 
Miss Mary Tooker and the bridegroom Col. C. L. 
Best, United States Army, commanding the 
Fourth Artillery at Fort Adams. The wedding 
took place at the bride’s cottage, on Bellevue- 
avenue, and was attended only by the family 
and afew personal friends, in addition to the 
officers of the Fourth Artillery and their fam- 
ilies. The ceremony was performed by Bishop 
Clark and the Rev. G. J. Magill. There was no 
“best”? man. The ushers were Lieut. C. L. Best,Jr., 
United States Army, and Lieut. Walker, United 
States Army, and the bride was given away by 
her only brother, Mr. G. Mead Tooker, of New- 
York. The bride was tastefully dressed in 
white satin, nearly covered with point lace. 
It was cut square, with{three-quarter sleeves, 
and wasentrain. The veil, also of point lace, 
was covered with orange blossoms and fastened 
back with smail diamond pins. She carrieda 
bouguet of white rose buds in which were inter- 
woven jessamine and orange blossoms. Her or- 
naments were diamonds and pearls. The brides- 
maids, Mrs. Alexander Bruen and Miss Minnie 
Sayer, of New-York, wore white silk, in the pre- 
vailing style, trimmed with crimson ribbon. 
Each carried a bouquet of red roses. The reception 
following the ceremuny was a very enjoyable 
affair. The presents came from far and near and 
were both useful and ornamental. The officers 
of the Fourth Artillery sent a very elaborate 
present, which was suitably inscribed. The newly 
married couple amid the traditional shower of 
rice and old shoes, left the house late in the af- 
ternoon en route to the railroad station.

A FERRYBOAT OVERTURNS. 

MiIcHIGAN City, Ind., Sept. 29.—A most 
distressing accident occurred on Sunday even- 
ing from overloading a ferryboat, by which 
several persons were drowned and many others 
narrowly escaped a watery grave. The ferry- 
boat is an old scow, provided with a flimsy rail- 
ing, and is run from the foot of Franklin-street 
for the benefit of 10 or 15 famiiies who live on 
the north side of the harbor and some 100 em- 
ployes in the lumber yards. About 6 d'clock 
Sunday evening the tumber shovers quit 
work and made a rush for the boat. The 
ferryman propels the boat by hauling 
on a cable chain which stands be- 
tween iron uprights. About 40 persons 
boarded the boat instead of the regulation load 
of 16. When some distance from the shore the 
strain on the cable snapped it and the boat over- 
turned, dumping the passengers into 14 feet of 
water. Loards were thrown to the people in the 
water, and were the meansof saving several. 
The schooner C. O. D., which was unloading at 
the other side of the harbor, sent off a boat, and 
seaman Daniel Mulvaney rescued a number of 
persons,’ while several succeeded in climbing up- 
on a floating pile-driver. Dragging for bodies 
was soon begun, and the bodies of Charles Reh- 
beck and Ed Lambke, employes in O. R. Colburn 
& Co.’s lumber yard, were found. William Otto, 
a Government diver, spent yesterday in the wa- 
ter, but found no more bodies. It is believed 
that others were lost, and the search will be re- 
sumed to-day.

Miss Hutchinson will be taken back to Boston 
by the officer. Meclntyre, who is about 25 years 
oid, is bookkeeper for the Atlantic Works, and 
hasa wite and child in Maiden, He will be 
allowed to accompary Miss Hutchinson, who is 
about 22 years old. She is said to be highly con- 
nected, and to have a handsome bank account.

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| MORE TROUBLE FOR. HAZEN 


INVESTIGATIONS WHICH HAVE 
NOT ADDED TO HIS FAME. 
THE CONGRESSIONAL COMMISSION LIKELY 

TO REPORT THAT’ THE CHIEF SIGNAL 


OFFICER IS INCOMPETENT, 

Wasuineton, Sept. 29.—Gen. William B. 
Hazen, who still retains his position as Chief of 
the Signal Service Bureau, is likely soon to be 
the subject of adverse criticism from a source 
which will carry with it a good deal of weight. 
In the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill passed 
just at the close of the last session an item was in- 
serted providing for a joint commission of Sena- 
tors and Representatives to consider the organi- 
zation of the Signal Service, Geological Survey, 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, and the Hydro- 
graphic Office of the Navy Department, witha 
view to secure greater efficiency and economy of 
administration of the public service in these bu- 
reaus. The commission is to report its conclu- 
sionsin December. It will have a mecting next 
month to hear reports from sub-committees 
which have been at work during the Sum- 
mer, and to consider such suggestions as 
may be made by any person concerned. 
Among these suggestions will probably be a 
proposition to consolidate these bureaus into 
one body. Asthe work of the bureaus is of a 


scientific character the National Academy of 
Sciences is interested, and a committee of that 
body was appointed sometime ago to consider 
the subject and to tay its conclusions before the 
Congressional commission. It is the report of 
this committee which is expected to be anything 
but satisfactory to Chief Signal Officer Hazen. 

The committee has met, both in New-Yorkand 
Washington, and a sub-committee is now pre- 
paring a report to be submitted to the full com- 
mittee and then sent to the commission. It 
has leaked out and is talked about in army circles 
that the members of the Academy of Sciences 
will bear very heavily upon the Chief Signal 
Officer. It issaid that the consolidation of the 
various bureaus into one body will be favored, 
but that the statement will be very plainly 
made that care should be taken not to 
put Gen. Hazen at its head, for the 
reason that he has not shown himself com- 
petent to fill such a place. The members 
of the committee who are in this city are un- 
willing to talk about the coming report. Gen. 
Meigs, its Chairman, declined to-night to confirm 
or deny the statement that Gen. Hazen is criti- 
cised, or to speak of any other portion of the re- 
port, That Gen. Hazen will not be pleased with 
the conclusions of the scientists is, however, be- 
lieved by those who have talked with members 
of the Academy on the subject.

HAZEN TOLD TO OBEY ORDERS. 

The correspondence between Secretary 
Lincoln and Gen. Hazen, the Chief Signal Officer, 
in relation to the application of W. Hailett 
Greene, a colored graduate of the College of the 
City of New-York, to be enlisted into the Signal 
Service, has just been made public. The ap- 
plication of Mr. Greene has since been granted. 
Gen. Hazen wrote to the Secretary of War under 
date of July 23, returning the papers in Mr. 


Greene’s case, with the indorsement that his 


preliminary examination placed bim near the 
head of all the applicants for enlistment to the 
Signal Corps. In his letter Gen. Hazen disavowed 
any prejudice against the negro race, but called 


attention to the fact that four regiments were 
specifically designated by Congress for colored 
men. He then added: “If it is intended that 
the Signal Corps shall be singled out as a sepa- 
rate branch of the army,where mixed enlistments 
may take place, I teel it a duty to the best in- 
terests of the! corps and the service to recom- 
mend that this be not done.” 

This letter of Gen. Hazen was returned to 
him with the indorsement: “The Secretary of 
Wur sees no reason to modify the views ex- 
pressed in his indorsement of June 4, 1884, as to 
the admission of colored men to the Signal Serv- 
ice. It is not considered necessary to discuss the 
propriety of assigning colored recruits of the 
line of the army to other organizations of the 
line than the four regiments required by law to 
be composed of colored men.” Secretary Lin- 
coin also expressed the opinion that if any valid 
reasons existed for excluding colored men from 
certain branches of the army, be did not think 
such reasons would apply to the Signal Service, 
as the work done in that service was as essential- 
ly civilasthe work done by the clerks in the 
War Department. Indeed, with the exception 
of a few telegraph operators at military posts, 
the Signal Service men have as little to do with 
any branch of military duty as if they did not 
exist. Gen. Hazen responded to this indorse- 
ment witha repetition of his personal opinions, 
and said that the recruiting officer did not feel 
that he had theright “either by law, military 
custom, or precedent” to enlist a colored man in 
the Signal Service without a special order from 
the Secretary of War. Secretary Lincoln, under 
date of Sept. 12, ordered Gen. Hazen to give 
such orders to the officers now or hereafter serv- 
ing under him as recruiting officers as will pro- 
hibit the rejection asa recruit of any applicant 
for enlistment in the Signal Corp on account of 


color.

THE BLAINE MEN AND THE TREASURY. 

Secretary Greshain's refusal to say any- 
thing about the resuit of his conference with 
President Arthur tends to confirm the general 
impression that his appointment to the Treas- 
ury portfolio is only for the time being, and that 


the duration of bis term depends upon the will- 
ingness of some other person to take the place. 
itis atany rate believed that Judge Gresham 
himself knows little more about the matter 
now than when he was called out of 
bed to receive his commission. There 
are some politicians here who think 
that an inability to see clearly just what position 
to take in the Presidential contest is the secret 
of Mr. Arthur’s delay in finally fixing the make- 
up of his Cabinet. It is known that strong press- 
ure has been brought to bear to induce him to 
turn the Treasury Department over to some 
man who would use it help Blaine, and that 
Assistant Secretary Coon’s refusal to do cer- 
tain political acts has incurred for him 
the enmity of the Blaine men. The latter 
did not want Mr. Coon, and for the same 
reason Judge Gresham is not to,their liking. 
They want the help of the department and its in- 
fluence among importers and other business men, 
and to get it they must induce the President to 
name aman of their stamp. The politicians re- 
ierred to believe that the Blaine managers are 
striving in every possible way, including tbe 
promise of Senator Lapham’s seat, to induce Mr. 
Arthur to give them bis active aid, and that until 
these efforts win or fail the question of the 
Treasury Secretaryship will remain unsettled.

A CHURCH INTERESTED IN POLITICS. 

At least one church in this city is greatly 
interested in the outcome of the November 
election. For some time a committee of mem- 
bers of the First Congregational Church has 
been looking for a pastor for that institution, 
and various clergymen have been occupying its 
pulpit with a view to receiving an official call. 
The committee was to have reported last week, 
but it nas asked for more time. The trouble is 
that the church wants to know who wil! be the 
next occupant of the White House before 
it decides upon a pastor. Its congre- 
wation is largely made up of Govern- 
ment teres and their families, and 
some of these employes are now in 
Ohio on? leave; of absence. If Mr. Blaine is 
elected the church will feel warranted in secur- 
ing the services of a high-priced minister, as it 
willexpect its members to retain their offices. 

Cleveland is chosen the church, possibly 
troubled by the threats of the Republican 
Finance Committee, tears that many of its mem- 
bers will have to return to their homes, causing 
a proportionate loss of revenue, and thus making 
necessary the selection of a preacher willing to 
take a moderate salary. It is not expeoted that 
the choice of the church will be made in the near 
future.

NOT SO HAPPY AFTER ALL. 


AN ALLUSION BY MR. BLAINE WHICH SUG- 
GESTS TOO MUCH. 

AUBURN, Sept. 27.—Auburn is one of the 
cities that was honored by a ten minutes’ exhibi- 
tion of the Blaine circus, and the Republicans 
here have been crazy about it ever since. They 
forthwith added 25 per cent. to the majority of 
Cayuga County for the tattooed candidate, and 
Senator Woodin, the half breed, now agrees 
with John Knapp, the stalwart, that it will not 
be one vote short of 4,000. Mr. Blaine flattered 
the pride of the Auburnians by eulogizing the 
greatness and virtues of their dead statesman, 
and the local politicians thought he made a 
great hit. But it had another effect that was not 
intended, Itsetthe Cayuga County voters to 
thinking what a wide difference there was in the 
character and record of the dead Seward and the 
living Blaine. The more they refiect upon the 
official integrity of their illustrious townsman 
and the careful and prudent manner in which he 
conducted the foreign relations of the Govern- 
ment during the critical period of the rebellion, 
the less likely they will be to aid in committing 
the fortunes of the Nation to the unscrupulous 
jobbery and reckless “ Jingoism” of the Maine 
statesman. They are now pondering upon 
these things, and instead of gaining votes by 
the “happy” allusion to Seward in Auburn, 
as the Blaine followers fondly imagine, he will 
lose them by the score. A candid survey of the 
Political situation and prospects in Cayuga 
County warrants the assertion that instead of 
there being 4,000 majority Blaine will get less 
votes in November than Garfield got in 1880, 
when the majority was 3,396. The casual visitor 
here, as elsewhere in the country districts, hears 
very little about “independent or disaffected 
Republicans, and the Blaine politicians will tell 


him that they don’t exist. But a more careful 
inquiry will disclose the fact that there are plenty 
of them scattered all over the county among 
the dwellings of the farmers and in the busi- 
ness houses and counting rooms, and those who 
have watched the current of political sentiment 
in this locality say that they are daily increasing 
in numbers. The same istrueof theadjoining 
County of Seneca and of Ontario, and all along 
the line of the old Central Road from Syracuse 
to Rochester. THe TimMeEs’s correspondent has 
made careful inquiry among all classes of people 
inallofthe principal towns between these two 
points, and finds the independent voters quite as 
numerous in proportion to the population, 
though generally not as outspoken, as they are 
in New-York or Brooklyn. They may notall vote 
for the Democratic nominee for the Presidency, 
but they will not vote for Blaine, and will either 
withhold their ballot on the Presidential ticket or 
vote for St. John asacompromise. The Repub- 
licans all admit that the Prohibition vote will be 
much larger than it ever was before at a Presi- 
dential election, and that the disaffected Repub- 
licans will help to swell it; but they think it will 
be more than counteracted by the Irish vote tor 
Blaine or Butler, leaving the Republican major- 
ities over the Democratic about the same as, or 
larger than, they were in 1880. A great deal has 
been said, and a great deal more conjectured, 
about this disaffected Irish vote; but so far 1t 
has no organization to speak of west of the Hud- 
son River, and it exists more in the imagina- 
tion and hopes of the Biaine men than in 
reality. Those who know the most about 
the Irish and their intentions, by intimate asso- 
ciation with them, say that the disaffection 
against Cleveland has been immensely overrated, 
that what there was of it is rapidly dying away, 
and that by the day of election there will be 
searcely anything left of it. Ex-Assemblyman 
Rogers, of Seneca Falls, who is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with tne sentiment of the Irish and 
other laboring men in Seneca County, says that 
the defection from that source is of no practical 
importance, and that the county will give at 
least the usual Democratic majority of 400 or 
over for Cleveland. On the other hand, the Pro- 
hibitionists are thoroughly organized in Cayuga, 
Seneca, and Ontario Counties, and have coun- 
ty and local tickets in the fiel?. One of 
the Auburn papers published a call signed by 55 
well-known citizens for a meeting to organize a 
St. John club in this city. All of the signers are 
Republicans except one. Thereis a club of 42 
Prohibitionists in Seneca Falls, and a largely at- 
tended County Convention of Prohibitionists 
was held in Canandaigua on Friday. They are 
more numerous in the country districts than in 
the cities and villages, and this is the reason why 
the active politicians, who mostly reside in the 
latter, underratetheirnumbers. Ontario County 
gave 1,007 majority for Gartieid, which, the Re- 
publicans of Canandaigua say, will be increased 
to 1.500 for Blaine, but the Democrats and Pro- 
hibitionists are quite as confident that it will be 
less than in 18¢0. 

The nominations for Assembly in Cayuga 
County are W. B. Priddy (present member) in 
the First District and Dr. M. B. Van Buskirk, a 
new man,in the Second. There is little doubt 
of the election of both nominees, although the 
temperance men have put up a candidate acainst 
Priddy. In Seneca County neither party haa 
yet made Assembly nominations; nor has there 
been any nomination for Congress in the new 
district comprising Seneca, Tompkins. Chemung, 
and Schuyler Counties. Stephen Arnot, present 
member trom the old district, will get the Demo- 
cratic nomination if be will take it, and should 
he do so, his wealth and personal popularity, it 
is thought, would elect him, although tne new 
district has a Republican majority of about 600. 
In Ontario County John Raines, of Canandaigua, 
who wasa member in 1883, has been nominated 
for the Assembly by the Republicans, and wiil 
be elected beyond a doubt, as will ex-Senator 
Ira Davenport, of Bath, whom the Republicans 
have nominated for Congress in the district com- 
prising Ontario, Steuben, and Yates. 
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FOOTBALL AT YALE. 
Nrew-HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 29.—The Yale 
University football eleven will not be as heavy, 
by an average of 10 pounds, as it was last year. 
‘The Freshmen will write to Harvard requesting 
them to meet representatives from Yale ’88 for 
the purpose of drawing up a new set of rules, 


by which each class shall be represented by 
four men instead of eleven, that number be- 
ing all that our Freshmen are able to mus- 
ter. The university team has made some im- 
provements. The chief fault yet to be found 
is that of carelessness. Football has opened 
with a vengeance. The Wesleyan team 
from Middletown will play Wednesday at the 
new grounds. The announcement that Peters, 
‘86, is to take Mr. Huli’s place as coach of the 
university crew isa mistake, and he will prob- 
ably occupy his old seat in the boat. Mr. Hull 
and Walter C. Camp, who have been in town for 
a few days, were over on the football practice 
grounds yesterday ana express themselves as 
confident of Yale’s success. Mr. Camp will run 
up from New-York a few times during the Fall 
to coach the eleven. A prominent member of 
the Harvard crew has stated to a member of the 
Yale crew that he did not think the record made 
at New-London this year would be lowered in 20 
years by Yale. Thetide and wind are rarely so 
favorable on the Thames as they were last June, 
when Yale broke all former records.

LEGISLATIVE BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 
NEw-HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 29.—Next Mon- 

day the voters of Connecticut will have to vote 
again upon the question of biennial sessions of 
the Legislature. The question will be passed 
upon in regular town election in all parts of 
the State, save in this city and in Bridgeport, 


where a special election will be necessary. Many 
arguments are advanced poth for and against 
this proposed amendment of the State Constitu- 
tion. Itis said to be a movement of the New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartiord Railroad to 
free themseives from a blood-sucking lobby 
which controls the Legislature or parts of it 
every Winter. Other corporations may also be 
interested, but itis an open secret that what- 
ever move the railrpad wishes to make it preys 
well for to the lobby, and it is supposed that 
the road, which now controls many of the lines 
in the State, dreads the frequency of the sessions 
of the Legislature, which is liable to pass laws 
rejudicial to that great monopoly. The matter 
s causing much talk as the time of voting 
draws near.

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THE GREAT MAIL FRAUDS 


REPORT OF THE SPRINGER IN- 
VESTIGATING COMMITTEE. 

A REVIEW OF THE FRAUDS AND THE 
CAUSES WHICH OPERATED AGAINST A 
SUCCESSFUL PROSECUTION, 

‘. WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—The Committee 

on Expenditures in the Department of Justice, 

which, during the last session of Congress, in- 
vestigated the star route prosecutions, has com- 
pleted its report for submission to the House. 

It is signed by Messrs.-Springer, (Chairman,) Van 

Alstyne, Hemphill, Fyan, and Crisp, Democratic 

members of the committee. It says: 

“During the Hayes Administration certain 
contractors in the star route mail service en- 
tered into conspiracies to defraud the Govern- 
ment in the letting and performance of mail 
contracts. The contract division of the Post 
Office Department is under the supervision of 
the Second Assistant Postmaster-Gencral. Dur- 
ing the letting and performance of the fraudu- 
lent mail service Thomas J. Brady filled this 
office. Frauds upon the service could not bave 
been committed without his knowledge, co-op- 
eration, and assistance.” 

Reference is made to the inauguration of 
President Garfield, and his appointment of T. L. 
James to the Postmaster-Generalship, who “ en- 
tered upon the duties of his office with the de- 
termination to reform abuses and run the serv- 
ice on strictly business principles.” The re- 
port continues: ‘“ President Garfield was of the 
opinion that there had been great extravance, 
ifnot corruption, in the department, and di- 
rected Mr. James to proceed with a thor- 


ough and exhaustive investigation.” Mr. 
Henry D. Lyman, the present Second 
Assistant Postmuster-General, submitted to 
your committee a siatement showing the number 
and termini of 40 routes, the nanies of the con- 
tractors, and the amounts paid tor expedition, 
less tines and deductions for failures to perform 
expedition. The expedition on these 40 routes 
wus obtained through fraudulent representa- 
tions or false affidavits, and the aggregate 
amount estimated to be due the Government on 
account of overpayments or fraudulent service 
was $2,172,132. ‘The whole number of routes upon 
which fraudulent service was proved amounted 
to #3. In case civil suits are brought against the 
contractors to recover overpayments on account 
of fraudulent expedition, the amount the Gov- 
ernment would claim on the 40 routes is the sum 
just mentioned above. No estimate has been 
made by the Post Office Department of the 
amounts due upon the 50 other routes implicated 
in fraudulent transactions. The whole amount 
out of which the Government was defrauded in 
the star route mail service during the Hayes Ad- 
ministration will exceed $4,000,000.” 

The efforts of Mr. Bliss to arbitrate the Salis- 
bury and Parker cases, one of which was the 
route mentioned above, after the Grand Jury 
had failed to indict, are thus mentioned by the 
committee: ‘lt appears from the testimony of 
Col. Bliss that propositions for arbitration in 
the Salisbury and Parker cases were proposed 
pending the consideration betore the Grand Jury, 
but rejected; that Mr. Bliss affected surprise 
when the Grand Jury failed to indict, and im- 
mediately desired to secure something from the 
wreck by concealing the factof the Grand Jury’s 
failure to indict from the attorneys of the Parkers 
and Salisburys until there could be a renewal 
of the efforts of arbitration and agreement to 
submit the cases so as to secure a return to the 
Government of the moneys illegally obtained by 
these combinations. Butthe testimony of At- 
torney-General Brewster and Messrs. Merrick 
and Ker seems to have been conclusive that Mr. 
Bliss had no expectation, or perhaps intention, 
of procuring indictments against the Salisburys, 
and that he could not have been surprised when 
he learned that the Grand Jury had failed to in- 
dict. 1t is apparent in the record also that 
the evidence presented to the Grand Jury in these 
cases was meagre, and the jury could scarcely 
bave understood, and did not understand, the 
character and extent of that evidence. Formal 
agreements for arbitration were drawn upand 
signed by Col. Ingersoll and Mr. Bliss that the 
claim of the Government in the Las Vegas and 
Vinita, the Wells and Hamilton, the Soledad and 
Newhall, and the Fargo and Pembina route 
should be referred to Richard A. Elmer, Brady’s 
successor, George Bliss, or any one that he 
might designate, and Col. Ingersoll or 
any one that he might designate, to 
determine whether the said parties have 
received from the United States any money to 
which they are not entitled for transporting the 
mails upon suid routes. It was further provided 
in the agreement that if the Government here- 
after instituted any proceedings against the said 
parties, or any of them, on account of any mat- 
ters growing out of said four routes, then the 
submission shall be void. In communicating 
with the Attorney-General upon the subject, 
Mr. Bhss added in a postscript, Nov. 6, 1882, 
the following: *The arrangement I made tor 
arbitration does not bar criminal proceedings 
against the parties, though as to the specific 
routes’ it may not go on pending the 
arbitration; if it does it terminates the arbitra- 
tion. The effort to arbitrate the civil liabilities 
of these parties utterly failed, and pending the 
consideration of arbitration proceedings the 
Statute of Limitations ran against the parties in 
criminal actions. Postmaster-General Howe 
and the Attorney-General held that the proposed 
arbitration was void.”’ 

A review o? Mr, Merrick’s testimony before 
the committee in explanation of the failure ot 
the Government to secure conviction in the two 
star route trials is given in the report. Mr. Mer- 
rick said of the first trial that the jury found the 
subordinates guilty of having conspired with 
each other, but they could not agree as to the 
principals, while the evidence showed that these 
subordinates had had no particular independ- 
ent relation to each other, and that their 
sole relation to each other was one estab- 
lished by and through the principals. Mr. 
Merrick regarded the verdict as disgraceful, to 
the records of the court and of the Government, 
and felt it his duty not to xliowit to stand. Of 
the second trial Mr. Merrick said that the evi- 
dence was even more conclusive than in the first, 
but the jury was the worst he had ever seen 
summoned to the box inthe District of Co- 
lumbia or elsewhere. “it was bad in intelligence 
and bad in every respect.’”’ The report says the 
committee was unable for want of time to pur- 
sue the line of investigation in reference to at- 
tempts to bribe jurors. 

In reference to contractors not indicted the 
report says: “From a tabular statement from 
the office of the Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General,jthe amount which it is claimed wvuuld be 
recovered from the Saiisburys, and Parkers is 
estimated at $564,403. While the record evidence 
in the Post Office Department at the beginning 
of the investigation by the department was 
meagre against the Salisburys and larkers, yet 
the evidence subsequently procured through 
special agents sent out for the purpose, showed 
that the operations of these parties as contract- 
ors, were glaringly fraudulent, and that they 
should have been indicted and convicted and 
»rosecuted in civil suits for the recovery of the 
arge sums illegaily obtained from the Govern- 
ment. Some mysterious and powerful influ- 
ee have operated to secure their immu- 
nity. 

Kelative to the efforts to indict ex-Senator 
Kellogg, the report says: **The Grand Jury of 
the District of Columbia, in March, 1882, found 
indictments against Thomes J. Brady and James 
ik. Price for conspiracy to defraud the Govern- 
ment, but failed to make any presentment 
against ex-Senator William Pitt Kellogg, ul- 
though he was involved in the transactions. 
Messrs. Merrick and Ker were of the opinion 
that indictments should have been tound 
aguinst Kellogg as well, but Mr. Bliss seemed to 
oppose efforts to indict Mr. Kellogg. * * * 
At the June term, 182, the case was 
brought to the attention of the Grand 
Jury, and the testimony of John A. Walsh 
was taken inthe case. There is a wide issue of 
veracity between Mr. Bliss and the members of 
the Grand Jury ag to the efforts made by Mr. 
Bliss to secure ah indictment against Kellogg 
at this session of the jury. ‘The foreman of the 
Grand Jury, Mr. Mitchell, and Messrs. Willard, 
Edmonston, Stewart, and Truesdell appeared 
before your committee and, each corroborating 
the other, stated substantiaily that Mr. Bliss, 
after the evidence of Mr. Walsh had been con- 
cluded before the Grand Jury, stated that Mr. 
James B. Price was expected to arrive in 
the city on the following day, and would 
appear before the jury as a witness for the Gov- 
ernment in that case, and secured an adjourn- 
ment over oneday on that account. This was 
on Friday, and the promise was that on Satur- 
day Mr. Price would appear as a witness, inti- 
mating that Price’s testimony mas necessary to 
make out the Government’s case. On Saturday, 
when the jury met, Mr. Bliss announced the 
failure of Mr. Price to appear and was com- 
pelled to submit the case on the evi- 
dence already taken. The jury then voted 
not to present an indictment. Mr. Bliss 
stated that he did not promise Price's attend- 
ance, but might have said tothe jury that the 
case would be stronger when tried betore a 
petit jury, for they expected to have Price as a 
witness for the Government. But each of the 
Grand Jurors above-mentioned was positive 
that this was not what Mr. Bliss said, but that be 
wus to have him before the Grand Jury. * * * 
The case proceeded to trial. Mr. Walsh was 
in court ready to be put upon the stand to tes- 
tify that the paymeuts to Kellogg were made 
through him. But atter Mr. Price’s testimony 
was concluded the counsel for Mr. Kellogg 
moved to strike out Price’s testimony on the 
ground that,the offense disciosed was the receipt 
of the drafts, and the evidence produced showed 
that the time of receiving them was barred. The 
court decided that the time of the taking of the 
drafts was the p-riod at which the cifense began, 
and ordered Price's testimony to be stricken 
out. The dates in the indiotmont were Gorrectiy 


lald, according to the time of the receipt of the 
money, but in view of the fact that the court 
held that the offense consisted in the receipt of 
the drafts, and this offense having been barred 
by the Statute of Limitations, the prosecution 
failed. This was in April, 1884, and completes 
the record as to the indictments found and trials 
had in the star route cases. 

Mr. MacVeagh retired from the office of At- 
torney-General and also declined to act as chief 
prosecutor in the star route cases upon the 
eames that he did not see how he could hope to 

lave any moral support In the cases, and it was 

moral support alone in the District of Columbia 
for which he cared. He referred to the fact that 
he had not been in sympathy with the new Presi- 
dent. Hesaid: ** Mr. Arthur was well known to 
entertain and to have given expression to a 
very poor opinion of sentimental politi- 
cians, of whom I was supposed to be one, 
and I was known to have long entertained and 
expressed a very poor opinion of practical poli- 
ticians, of whom he was supposed to be one, and 
these gentlemen certainly must have seen that 
the President, who had called me here, and who 
had sustained me under great abuse and ob- 
loquy in the prosecutions, being now dead and 
buried, I was under no obligation whatever to 
bring them the requested moral support. The 
President’s opinion, as understood by Mr. Mac- 
Veavh, was that the cases should go on just as they 
had started, and should go on in the same hands 
in which they had been started. He therefore 
urged Mr. MacVeagh to continue in the prosecu- 
tion of the cases, but Mr. MacVeagh was of the 
opinion that his continuance in the prosecution 
would inevitably create the impression in the 
District of Columbia that these cases were tried 
as a legacy of the dead President, and that he 
was merely administering on his estate. This 
was assigned by him as a reason why it wasim- 
possible for him to do justice to those cases.” 

In conclusion the report says: ** Your commit- 
tee is of the opinion that there were many causes 
which operated to prevent the successful prose- 
cution of star route offenders. Whatever these 
causes may have been. it is doubtless true that 
those who will take the pains to read carefully 
testimony taken by your committee on this sub- 
ject, comprising nearlv a thousand pages of 
— matter, will reach different conclusions. 

here was great diversity in the tes- 
timony, and many contradictions will be 
tound wholly irreconcilable upon any other 
theory than that of willful perjury. It is suffi- 
cient, however, for the purposes of this investiga- 
tion to state that while the evidence against star 
route contractors and public officials was strong 
and conclusive as to their guilt,and that the 
Government was defrauded of large sums of 
money, and that large sums were also expended 
to secure indictmentsand convictions, yet no 
person was convicted or punished, and no civil 
suits have as yet been instituted to recover the 
vast sums illegally and fraudulently obtained 
from the public Treasury.” 

A suit on a star route contract was filed to-day 
by District Attorney Worthington to recover 
$11,904, with interest from Sept. 15, 1880, from A. 
H. Brown, who was the contractor on route No, 
38,118, from Monument to Lake Bond, Colorado, 
during the period between February, 1879, and 
June, 1882. It is charged that Brown obtained 
the sum sued for by fraud in claiming to have 
employed 8 men and 24 horses, when his force 
was only 3 men and 14 horses. The total allowed 
on the contract was $27,010 22, and itis alleged 
that on the basis of stock and carriers employed 
it should have been but $15,106 66. 
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THE BOY OARSMAN WINS. 


TEEMER BEATS ROSS IN A RACE OVER A 
FIVE-MILE COURSE, 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 29.—A bout 3,000 per- 
sons went to Point of Pines this afternoon to 
witness the sculling contest between Wallace 
Ross and John Teemer, postponed from Satur- 
day last. The stakes at issue were a purse of 
$2,000, for which the contestants were compelled 
to traverse a course one and a quarter miles long 
four times, or a total distance of five miles, Ross 
being givenastart of five seconds. The race 
was announced to be started at 4 o’clock, but it 
was after 5 o’clock before the men were got into 
position. Meantime the interest of the crowd 
centred in the betting booth, where “ pictures” of 
the oarsmen were disposed of at auction at rather 
a slow pace, There was not probably more than 


$500 in the pool box when the sale ceased, and 
thisamount was laid at odds of $50 to $20in 
favor of Teemer, being the exact reverse of the 
odds given on Saturday. By 5 o'clock the water 
was allthat could be desired. A hght breeze 
from the northwest made the water lively 
enough for a good time, and the scarcely imper- 
ceptible swell from the ocean in nowise threat- 
ened a disturbing element. 

By the agreement of all parties Charles H. 
Thayer was substituted for James H. Osmand as 
referee, and E. B. Rankin was agreed upon as 
starter. The men were aligned at 5:22, and 40 
seconds later the word was given to Ross and 
five seconds later to Teemer. Koss was a good 
three lengths to the fore§when his youthful 
competitor dipped his blades into the water and 
was doing a good 30 strokes tothe minute, which 
was just thestroke set by Teemer. The latter 
was getting the most speed out of his shell, 
and in 20 strokes had lessened’  Ross’s 
lead by half a length. Ross steered a 
beautiful course, while Teemer went 
wide, losing half way to the first stake nearly 20 
lengths by being swept toward Lynn Harbor by 
the incoming tide.

On squaring 
away again for the lower stake Ross put a deal 
of snap into his stroke, while Teemer seemed to 
labor in a manner that boded no good to his 
chances of finishing first, but those who 
conceded the race to the big man did not 
reckon on the staying powers of the boy from 
Pittsburg. All the way down the course he 
held to Ross with a tenacity that troubled the 
latter not a little, and every spurt he made was 
responded to by Teemer. Before the lowerstake 
was reached a second time darkness had settled 
down, and it became almost impossible to see 
the men 500 feet away. Koss rounded first 
and was leading a half length when Teemer 
had settled down for his journey home. 
Never was there a finer race than that made 
by the two oarsmen on the last mile and a quar- 
ter. Rossstill maintained his lead, which had 
been increased when half the distance had been 
traversed to a good two lengths, but from there 
out Teemer showed the most power and endur- 
ance. Both men spurted constantly tor three- 
quarters of a mile, or all the way tothe finish. 
loss still had the lead, but it was nothing to 
speak of. One hundred yards from the 
finish both oarsmen put in their last 
and best work. Ross had what advantage 
there was, but while iooking over his shoulder 
to measure the distance to the finish Teemer 
had put the prow of his shell on a line with his 
own, perceiving which he made a last desperate 
effort, but it was of no avail. Teemer put on a 
terrific burst of speed that actually jumped his 
boat over the line from three to six feet ahead. 
The time given by the official timekeeper 
was 35:00. Other watches made it 35:15 and 
35:24. Itis believed that the race was squarely 
rowed on its merits, and the result is to exalt the 
“Boy Wonder” in the estimation of Boston oars- 
men above all his competitors.

WELL AND THE WAINWRIGHTS. 

SLUGS IN THE DEAD MAN’S BODY CUT FROM) 
SINKERS IN HIS HOUSE—THE PRISONE Rs" 
CONTRADICTORY STATEMENTS, 

Toms River, N. J., Sept. 29.—It was not 
the purpose of the Toms River authorities ta 
put Wilson, the Pinkerton man, on the stand to- 
day to clinch the murder of Wainwright by 
Rockwell and the Wainwright family, but the 
programme was changed, and this afternoon he 
furnished the really sensational development 
ot the inquest. The case had been dragging 
along all day with butaspare array of specta- 
tors, and with but little success in 
the gleaning of useful evidence. When 
Wilson, with his bullet head and pierc- 
ing black eyes, was sworn, his appearance 
created a sensation. Prosecutor Middletom 
handed hima package of paper and asked him 
if he identified its contents. He replied that 
they were slugs and shot taken from the bedy of 
Wainwright at the autopsy. A second package 
was then passed to him, which he identified as 
containing an old bullet and piece of lead sinker, 
which he had found in the cigar box on the 
mantei of the Wainwright home. The detective, 
amid breathless attention, then proved to tha 


ew ¢ that the slugs which had killed the victim 
ad been chipped from these sinkers. ‘ 

‘Here is the largest one of the collection,”, 
said he. ‘The end of it has been cut off roughiy.!

spot where the murder occurred in five minutes,/ 
and showed that from the position of the table:

A number of interesting points were gathered 
during the day. Jeff Thompson then recoilected) 
thatthe day of the murder George Wainwright 
had asked for the loan of his wagon, which was, 
refused. Thompson also told of a dispute be-' 
tween the murdered man and George on the 
Sunday before the assassination. It was about 
giving medicine to the sick cow. George threat~ 
ened to leave home, and his father informed 
him that he was yet the boss of the ranch, and 
that it he left he would have to stay away alto- 
gether. The witness said he was at Wainwright’s| 
outhe day after the murder, when Rockwell 
drove up with a load of pine needies.

Emma Wainwright was recalled, and was mi- 
nutely questioned as to the movements of herseif| 
and her brother George before and after their 
father left the house for the iast time. She ad- 
hered to her original story that she saw Georg 
atthe barn milking before and after the shots{ 
were fired, and that she didn’t lose sight of him! 
fora minute, although she admitted that she 
was working with her back to him. She insisted;

This 
assertion was flatly disproved by Elizabeth!) 
Chamberlain, a servant at tne house, who occu-~ 
pied the same room with Mrs. Wainwright. She 
swore that the latter was absent all night from! 
the hotel twice every week, and frequently on) 
Sunday nights besides. She would return early 
the next morning, sleepy and faticued. It was. 
also elicited from this witness that Mrs.! 
Wainwright was away the entire Mon- 
day night, the. night of the day of 
the murder. She had sworn she was not. 
William Colderick testified to having overheard 
Rockwell and Mrs. Wainwright quarreling one 
night in front of the former’s home. He wag 
berating her, and appeared to be jealous of her. 
Gil Hanking testified that the two were at his 
home one night in February, and Abraham Sher- 
man,a neighbor of the Wainwrigbts, told tha 
jury that at 6:20 onthe 15th inst. he had heard a 
violent discharge of a gun,and then what he 
took to be a grean. After the report he heard 
two dogs start off and somebody calling them 
back. Hecould nottell whether it wasa woman’g 
voice or not. The distance between his house 
and the scene of the murder was a quarter of a 
mile. ‘ 

Sheriff Allen and Coroner Klippel both testi- 
fied to having visited RKockwell’s stables, and: 
that they saw no pine needles used for bedding.) 
There was none in the manure, although Rock-! 
weli told them that he had been using them. <A; 
sinall pile was found in the yard. ‘The prosecu~ 
tor then proposed to call Rockwell to the stand,| 
but his counsel, Mr. Carmichael, violently ob-: 
jected. Thisaction upon tie part of the latter 
was regarded as very significant. 

The jury after three-quarters of an hour’s de- 
liberation returned a verdict to the effect that 
James Wainwright had been murdered by one 
whose name was unknown to tiem; that he 
““was aided and abetted, counseled and pro- 
cured” by E. K. Rockweil, Julia, and Mary Em- 
ma Wainwright, »nd George and Charlie Wain- 
wright, and that the jurors *‘on their oaths tind 
that these defendants were there and then pres- 
ent, aiding and counseling the unknown manto 
commit the murder.”’ The verdict was received 
with general satisfaction. The accused were 
then committed for the Grand Jury’s action, and 
Hooper Wainwricht, the youngest son, and Jeff 
Thompson, Jr., were discharged from custody.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 29.—There has 
deen another break in freight rates eastward, 
which are now 24% cents per 100 pounds lower 
all around than they were on Saturday night, 
and 10 cents lower than a week ago. All rail 
rates per 100 pounds on flour and grain are now 
13 cents from Milwaukee to Philadelphia, 15 
cents to New-York, and 20 cents to Boston, and 
on provisione 20 cents to New-York. Lake and 
rail rates on flour and grain to New-York are 
2% cents, except by the Detroit and Milwaukee 
Line, which asks 13 cents. The cutting is 
believed to have been started by the Grand 
Trunk, but all the pool lines are “working for 
business” now, and, by many well-posted ob- 
servers, it is believed that the end of the slashing 
is not yet, although present rates are hardly 
more than one-half of the rates named in the 
tariff. ‘To use the expressive language employed 
by a freight agent, who discussed the matter on 
hange to-day, the pool is practically *“ busted 
for the present. The meeting of the managers, 
which was held in New-York on Thursday last, 
was powerless to stem the tide of disaffection, 
4nd since its adjournment rates have dropped an 
additional 5 cents per 100 pounds. ‘ 

The latest “ cut,” as well as those which pre- 
ceded, it was started in Chicago, and no stuff was 
sent out of Milwaukee at the reduced rate until 
this morning, although some Chicago shippers 
got the benefit of it on Saturday. The move- 
ment in flour from the Northwest has become 
somewhat brisker under the influence of the re- 
duction, but otherwise the eastward movement 
of produce has so far received no appreciable 
stimulus, and whether it will or not, even if 
rates go lower than they are at present, 1s, by 
rood authorities, considered highiy problemat- 
cal. When -rates are demoralized, as they 
ve at present, it usually does the le- 
yitimate shipping trade more harm than good, 
as Eastern houses are disposed to deter their 
orders in the hope of benefiting by a still further 
break, and finally, when the tariff is restored 
with a jerk, often conclude not to purchase at 
all. How long the warring between the pool 
lines will go on it is, of course, impossible to say. 
It isa subject of general remark that the fight is 
pretty rough on the local roads, which cannot 
get much help toward paying dividends out of 
what they receive as their pro rata under the 
cut rates. A gentieman who has figured it out 
remarked to‘ a reporter this afternoon: * The 
present rate pays about $4 a car for hauling 
east-bound grain from here to Chicago. It cer- 
tainly costs that much to load the stuff into cars 
and do the necessary switching and hauling.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS.

CuricaGco, Sept. 29.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were less active to-day in the aggregate and very 
irregular in tone. Provisions were relatively neglected, 
while Wheat was weak and Corn spasmodic. Most of 
the interest turned on the Corn deal, though it was 
quiet, but the receipts were, in the language of Dominie 


Sampson, “prodigious.” Provisions were quiet al- 
most to dullvess, and exhibited less change in prices, 
that change being in the direction of weakness early 
and of more strength afterward. The local Hog mar- 
ket was quoted steady, and the foreign advices showed 
little change, while there was not much local disposi- 
tion to trade. About the only interesting feature of 
the day’s business was the narrowing of the difference 
between October and November Lard, owing to weak- 
ness in the former, due to selling by parties 
who expect to have it delivered to them 
on Wednesday. The recent tree shipments ure 
estimated to have’ reduced our _ stocks to 
about 40,000 bbls. of Pork, 45,000 tes. of Lard, and 
6,000,000 to 8,0U0,000 m. of Short Ribs. The shipping 
demand to-day was fairly acive, both for Lard and 
Pork, the latter selling at $16 50, with $17 the nominal 
price for October. Year Pork declined 5c., to $11 65, 
and closed at $11 70. January Pork sold aown 10c., to 
$11 85, but closed at $11 974¢. October Lard declined 
10c., to $7 30 at the close, with November closing at 
$7 10 bid and January at 37 1244 bid. Short Ribs were 
unchanged and very Guiet at $10 20 for October, with 
September nominal at the a but shipping lots 
quoted at $10. Green Hams, for December, sold at 
d3gc.@dhoc. 

Flour was in better demand by shippers, with more 
inguiry on export orders that came within a shade of 
the views of holders. ‘The local trade was quiet. There 
was no change in prices. The coarse millstuffs were 
steady. Wheat was fairly active and weaker. The 
market advanced }4c. early,!to 8l4¢c. for November, 
then weakened to 70%{c., and improved to 8UMc. 
at the close, with October at l%e. discount, De- 
cember at Ic. premium, anuary at 24c 

remium, and May at Sc.@8igc. premium. Car 
ots of No. 2 Spring sold at 774c.@784c., with No. 
8 do. at 63c. Our receipts were smaller, though this 
was suspected by some to be because the inspectors 
had skipped Wheat for Corn. The British mar- 
kets were called firmer. private cables noting an 
advance of 6d. ®#% quurter, but this was offset by a 
rise of 2d. In ocean freights, while New-York was 
easier, and fine weather here was favorable to an 
active movement from first hands. Our market}was firm 
early, because the foreign news brought buying orders 
from outside. Then it weakened off on account of 
liberal selliing by Comstock, Jones, and Walker, the 
latter being supposed to sell for Kent, who was said 
to be selling freely in New-York. Mumine & Bodman 
were also free sellers, and Lester seemed to 
be the principal buyer, with Schwartz & Dupee 
increasing a line ‘of shorts. When the mar- 
ket had declined to 80%4c. Comstock sold 100,000 
bushels to Love at 804¢c., and four lots of 25,000 bush- 
els at the same price to others. ‘This broke the market 
further, and the principal trading thereafter was by 
srivilege men, who sold ut S04¢c. and bought back at 

Oc.andunder. The afternoon strength was due to 
Eastern orders to buy atthe decline. Red Winter 
Wheat was ulet and easy at e.@8le. for 
No. 2, and 6%c. for No. 8, with jected at 
54c. Our receipts were only 44 car loads, 
against 77 reported Saturday, while Kansas City re- 
ceived less, and the increase at other points was no 
lurger than might have been expected, secing that 
their record is fortwo days. There was not much de- 
mand here, but the market was steadied by the foreign 
strength, which nearly counterbalanced the decline in 
the general market here. The general impression 
seemed to be that the movement of Winter Wheat has 
got through with its rush and will be light henceforth 
till better prices are offered. 

Corn was slow and irreguiar. It averaged much 
higher because of an uprush for present delivery, while 
the longer futures were easy and all were dull. Our 
receipts were very large, as might have been expected, 
while the Liverpool report of ‘a shade dearer” meant 
nothing while the price there is only 66c. per bushel 
aguinst 83c. here. The market for September, which 
opened at 75c, with a sale by Milmine Bodman to Mc- 

enry, being 8c.@4c. below the latest price of Saturday, 
s00n rose to ., then to 8Uc., with car lots at 7e..

Butler vote in that section of the State 
will be found interesting. The Butler 
vote is practically undiscoverable. ‘It 
has no organization west of the Hudson 
River, and it exists more in the 
imagination and the hopes of the Blaine 
men than in reality.” The independent 
vote is also unorganized, but by 
no means difficult to find. Our corre- 
spondent, after ‘‘ careful inquiry among 
all classes of people in all the principal 
towns along the line of the old Central 
Road, from Syracuse to Rochester, finds 
the independent voters quite as numerous 
in proportion to population, though gen- 
erally not so outspoken, as they are in 
New-York and Brooklyn.” This is ex- 
tremely significant. 


One of the reasons why Mr. BLAINE has 
not realized all the gain he planned for 
in Cayuga County from his eulogy of 
Mr. SEWARD, which he made in passing 
through that statesman’s former home, is 
that he challenged comparison between 
himself and the great Secretary of State. 
Hyperion to a satyr would be a tame 
figure for that comparison, Mr. SEWARD 
was brave without bluster, and prudent 
without weakness. Mr. BLAINE showed 
himself a cowardly braggart. Mr. SEwarD 
knew how to make the then arbiter 
of Europe, the Emperor of the French, 
respect our country, though rent by 
civil war and in the throes of a 
struggle for existence. .Mr. BLAINE, by 
his mad stupidity, brought us to the verge 
of war with two of the minor American 
republics, and subjected his Government 
tc contemptuous snubbing by each. Mr. 
SEWARD represented, and worthily, the 
dignity, the self-respect, the real great- 
ness of the American people. Mr. BLAINE 
inflicted on the country the humiliation 
of responsibility for his own littleness and 
meanness. With nearly equal experience 
in national public life, the one added 
to the fame and largely contributed to the, 
strength and stability of the Nation; the 
other exposed us to grave dangers and 
even more intolerable mortification. A 
comparison between the two was the rash- 
est proposition which the bungling char- 
latan could suggest. 





Notwithstanding the proof that his 
stupid blunders caused the deaths of nine- 
teen brave and good men, and in spite of 
censure from his superiors and peers that 
would have driven from the service a 
Chief Signal Officer whose skin was thinner 
than that of a rhinoceros, Gen. HAZEN is 
accustomed to regard himself as a man of 
great ability and a person of rarescientific 
attainments. It is probable, therefore, 
that the estimate of his ability said to 
have been made by a committee of the 
National Academy of Sciences will aston- 
ish him. We do not believe, however, 
that it will annoy him. A joint commit- 
tee of Senators and Representatives has 
under consideration the affairs of the Sig- 
nal Service Bureau, the Geological Survey, 
the Coast Survey, and one or two other 
minor branches of the public service, and 
will recommend certain changes for the 
purpose of securing greater efficiency and 
economy of administration. As the work 
of these bureaus is scientific, the com- 
mittee will pay some attention to a propo- 
sition looking to their consolidation. The 
National Academy will be heard, and it 1s 
said that its committee will severely criti- 
cise Hazen and his work, and will very 
plainly say that if the bureaus are to be 
consolidated he should not be made the 
head of the new bureau, because he is 
notoriously incoMpetent. In reply Hazen 
can appeal to the letters of Secretary 
LINCOLN relating to his disgraceful lobby- 
ing, to the conclusions of the Proteus 
court, and to the result of the Greely ex- 
pedition. 


In the Congressional district composed 
ef Steuben, Ontario, and Yates Counties 
the Republicans have nominated ex- 
Senator Ira Davenport, of Bath. The 
nomination is a worthy one and deserves 
the hearty support of the people of the dis- 
trict without reference to party. Mr. 
DAVENPORT has experience, and has de- 
monstrated his integrity and capacity. 
There is no doubt of his election, and no 
more doubt of his usefulness in the House. 


TAMMANY’S CHALLENGE, 


The Tammany County Convention yes- 
terday adopted a straight ticket for the 
city and county offices, which was evi- 
dently agreed upon beforehand in the 
innermost councils of Tammany Hall, and 
which was accepted by the delegates 
without the slightest show of opposition. 
It was accompanied by a renewal of the 
pledge that the organization would give 
its hearty support to the national ticket, 
and Mr. JoHN KELLY personally com- 
mitted himself in the most wunquali- 
fied .manner to this pledge. Mr. 
Hues J. Grant, of the present 
Board of Aldermen, was nominated for 
Mayor. Mr. GRANT is the one member of 
the board who opposed giving away the 
franchise for a surface railroad in Broad- 
way and vehemently protested against the 
proceedings by which it was done. : The 
convention adopted a resolution elevating 
that act into a platform for the candidate. 
Mr. GRANT is a real estate operator of con- 
siderable wealth, who seems to be popular 
and against whom nothing more serious 
can be urged than the fact that he is not 
specially qualified for the office and that 
he is the choice of Tammany Hall. 

For Controller ex-Congressman DuGRO 
wasnamed. His lack of qualifications for 
the position uf head of the important De- 
partment of Finance is perhaps still more 
conspicuous, In his single term of service 
in Congress he gave no indication of ex- 
ceptional ability, and he seems to be a 
rather commonplace person against whom 
no serious charge can be made, unless it 
be subserviency to Tammany. JOHN 
COCHRANE, the picturesque and gran- 
diloquent renegade from the Repub- 
lican ranks, was nominated for Alder- 
man at Large-and President of the board. 
Mr. GreorGce H. Forster, the candidate 
for District Attorney, is also a Republican 


|, renegade, whose ambition determines his 


‘political position. As he has been sup- 
ported for the same office by the Repub- 
Jican Party, it is not easy for Republicans.

to claim that he is not qualified for it ex- 
cept so far as affiliation with Tammany 
is in itself to be considered a disqualifica- 
tion, Mr. M. J. B. MessEmer for Coroner 
seems to be of the usual material for that 
office. Judges DALY and LARREMORE have 
been renominated for the Bench of the 
Courtof Common Pleas. They are worthy 
candidates, and there is no ground for 
opposing their re-election, For the seat 
on that bench to which Mr, Henry 
WILDER ALLEN was appointed by Gov. 
CLEVELAND Mr. HuaH L, COLE was nom- 
inated. 

Precisely what this ticket means is mat- 
ter for conjecture. It is probably in the 
nature of a challenge to the other Demo- 
cratic organizations of the city. It may 
represent Tammany’s choice for candi- 
dates, but it is doubtful whether it is in- 
tended to be persistently adhered to in 
case anything is to be gained by a substi- 
tution of names. It places Tammany 
in the field with a definite basis 
for operations. Without other than 
Tammany support it has little pros- 
pect of success. Should the County 
Democracy put up a strong ticket that 
would receive the indorsement of inde- 
pendent citizens, and if a Republican 
ticket should be run with a serious pur- 
pose of electing it, Tammany would have 
little chance of a plurality of votes. A 
weak Republican ticket with an offer of 
trading from the machine might help it, 
but it looks as though that were not in 
the programme. Tammany is piling prom- 
ise upon promise of fidelity to the Elect- 
oral ticket, and the chance of profit by 
trading with the Republican machine is 
slender. 

The more probable calculation is that 
the County Democracy and independents 
will not unite in support of a separate 
ticket. The anxiety for Democratic union 
is to be played upon to induce the County 
Democracy to accept this ticket or as 
much of it as will insure the support of 
that organization. No doubt certain sub- 
stitutions would be made if it were 
found that they would secure the ad- 
hesion of the County Democracy and 
that it could not be secured without 
such changes. It is asignificant fact that 
the County Democracy Convention has 
been called to meet on the day after the 
Ohio election, and the result of that elec- 
tion may have an important bearing on 
the action of the Democratic factions 
here. Should it be carried by the Demo- 
crats it would strengthen and encourage 
the County Democracy and make the atti- 
tude of Tammany less important. Should 
it go otherwise the necessity for Demo- 
cratic union here would be more keenly 
appreciated, and concessions to that end 
would be more readily granted by the 
real friends of CLEVELAND. From these 
various considerations it is not difficult to 
calculate the motives of the action taken 
by Tammany Hall at the opening of the 
municipal canvass. 





THEIR HELP IS NEEDED. 


We think the Republican National Com- 
mittee ought to make an earnest effort to 
induce Senator Epmunps and ex-Senator 
CONKLING to deliver at least one ringing 
speech in support of BLAINE. . Senator 
EpMUNDS is the most eminent statesman 
of the Republican Party. He is every- 
where respected for his ability, for his 
learning, and for his spotless integrity. 
The announcement of aspeech from him in 
the Academy of Music, in this city, or in 
Cooper Union, would draw an immense 
audience, and if in the course of the speech 
he should express his unqualified confi- 
dence in Mr. BLAINe’s_ honesty, if he 
should declare that, as a lawyer, he had 
minutely examined both batches of the 
Mulligan letters, and that he had failed 
to find anything in them inconsistent 
with the most scrupulous integrity and 
honor, and iif, finally, he should em- 
phatically deny and pronounce false 
all statements imputing to him the _ opin- 
ion that Mr. BLAINE sought to obstruct 
and defeat the legislation undertaken by 
Senator THURMAN and himself to compel 
the Pacific Railroads to keep their agree- 
ments with the Government, the effect 
would be more potent in turning voters to 
BLAINE than ten times the two million 
campaign documents said to have been 
sent out by the committee last week. 

Ex-Senator CONKLING has always drawn 
large audiences whenever he has made 
campaign speeches, and former National 
Committees have ranked him as one of 
the most effective speakers in the party. 
To be sure, Mr. CONKLING is out of poli- 
tics, but if he takes that deep interest in 
the success of Mr. BLAINE which, accord- 
ing to the organs and the orators of that 
active and perhaps inspiring candidate, 
every Republican ought to take, he could 
doubtless be induced to forego for a few 
days the pleasures and the emoluments of 
litigation and to fit his Stalwart shoulder 
to the wheel of Mr. BLAINe’s lagging 
Presidential car. Mr. CONKLING ought by 
all means to speak in Utica. . If he could 
be persuaded to ask his old friends there 
to take off their coats and labor manfully 
for the success of the ticket, the effect 
upon the apathetic or openly hostile Stal- 
warts of Oneida County would be most 


happy. 

It has always been the custom in this 
country for eminent statesmen and ora- 
tors to take part in campaign. exhortation 
in the interests of their party’s candi- 
dates. Ex-Senator ” THURMAN, Senator 
BaYaRD, and Speaker, CARLISLE are 
living illustrations. of the fact that 
this custom has ‘not yet. died out 
among the Democrats. Certainly, the 
silence of two Republicans of national 
reputation like Senator EDMUNDs and ex- 
Senator CONKLING will give rise to the 
most unpleasant and damaging surmises 
as to their real opinion of Mr. BLAINE 
and the depth and _ sincerity of 
their desire for. his election. Their 
names should be put on the list of 
campaign speakers at once; and, in view 
of the steadily increasing defections from 
the supporters of the Republican ticket, 
the matter would seem to be urgent 
enough to demand a personal application 
to these two gentlemen by Mr. BLAINE 
himself. Let him go and frankly ask 
them to help him. We will do all in our 
power to further the nurnoseof his errand 
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by giving prominence to the replies they 
make, 


THE TRADE PROSPECT. 


The statements made to our reporters 
by the representatives of vari’ *s trades in 
this city, and published in our columns 
yesterday morning, with reference to the 
business prospect were significant and en- 
couraging. They were gathered from 
gentlemen prominent in the manufacture 
and sale of clothing, in the dry 
goods trade, in the boot and shoe 
trade, in millinery and hats, in general 
groceries, in the hardware and in the 
drug trades. Almost without exception 
the statements were marked by confidence 
and hope. The view is general that, 
though the margin of profits is smaller 
and the money value of sales is less, the 
amount of goods sold this year is nearly 
as great as last year, and in some 
cases considerably greater. Purchases 
are made in smaller quantities, but 
more frequently. Credits are nota- 
bly reduced, but payments are more 
prompt and sure. Greater caution is ob- 
served as to overstocking, but the demand 
is steady and the movement regular and 
healthy. The expectation of those most 
familiar with the situation’ is that the 
net result of the year’s business, when the 
usual annual inventory is taken in Janu- 
ary, will be decidedly more satisfactory 
than it has been for the last two years. 

There is every reason to regard this 
view as correct. It corresponds with 
what we have frequently pointed out as 
the course which affairs were taking and 
likely to take, The ‘‘ boom” of 1880 and 
1881, with the enormous overproduction 
in the direction of railway building, in- 
volving, directly and indirectly, a like over- 
production in other directions, was neces- 
sarily followed by a period of depression, 
from which the railway interests have re- 
covered or are recovering more slowly than 
the others. This accounts for the preva- 
lence of low prices in Wall-street when 
the general business situation is promis- 
ing. The enterprises which furnish the 
‘** securities” for the Stock Exchange have 
been far more heavily loaded with the 
weight of rash speculation than any others. 
Immense volumes of obligations, which 
represented very slight actual value, 
and only a little more capacity for 
earnings, have been put on the Street, and 
have been bought largely with the sav- 
ings of the country. As the real value of 
these representatives of debt has become 
evident and prices have shrunken pro- 
portionately, the available capital of the 
country has been curtailed. Money has 
been and is plenty enough, but it cannot 
be borrowed on these collaterals, and it is 
this more than anything else that has pro- 
duced embarrassment and has intensified 
the trouble arising from overproduction 
in other directions. But the general busi- 
ness of the country, which consists in 
supplying the actual demand for the ne- 
cessities and conveniences of daily life, 
has slowly but surely been working out 
of its depression and embarrassment. ~~ 

Whether “‘ hard-pan” has been touched 
in Wall-street or not it is impossible to 
say, but that it has been reached in gen- 
eral commerce, and that the tendency is 
now definitely and decidedly, though not 
strongly, in the opposite direction there is 
no doubt. Ultimately the course of prices 
on the Exchange will follow in the same 
way. Happily there is not much prospect of 
immediate and rapid rise, and the chance 
for anything like an extensive ‘“ bull” 
speculation in the Street is remote. But 
the evidence is clearly preponderating in 
favor of the substantial value of the prin- 
cipal securities there. The difficulty of 
obtaining money for legitimate trade upon 
available collateral is likely to diminish 
rather than to increase. The general 
prospect is now more definitely encoura- 
ging than it has been in the last twenty 
months. 


THE STAR ROUTE CASES. 


The report of a majority of the Springer 
committee with reference to the star 
route cases has been made public. * The 
abstract given to the press indicates that 
the paper is in the main historical and 
descriptive. There were contradictions in 
the testimony, and many of the state- 
ments made were, as those who sign the 
report say, ‘ irreconcilable except upon 
the theory of willful perjury.” But they 
are convinced that while“ the  evi- 
dence against the ring was strong and 
conclusive, while the Government was 
defrauded of vast sums, and while large 
sums were expended ina so-called prose- 
cution of a few of the thieves, ‘‘no per- 
son was convicted or punished and no 
civil suits have as yet been instituted to 
recover” the money stolen from the public 
Treasury. It is a singular coincidence 
that immediately after the completion of 
this report the Government, after hesitat- 
ing for two or three years, brought one of 
the proposed civil suits in the District of 
Columbia. 

. In giving a description of the frauds, an 
estimate of the amount stolen during Presi- 
dent Hayes’s term, the reasons assigned 
by the attorneys for the failure of the two 
star route trials, and a statement of the 
fees paid to prosecutors, the committee 
presents facts which were already toler- 
ably well known to the people. The re- 
marks made about the Salisbury and 
Parker combinations and the Kellogg case 
may. be interesting, not because they 
contain any facts hitherto unknown, 
but for the reason that they point 
out, . more. or - less distinctly, that 
the escape ‘of these persons was due to 
‘some powerful and mysterious influ- 
ence.” The two combinations mentioned 
were, as the committee says, the most 
powerful of the groups which composed 
the ring. No person connected with either 
of the combinations, if we except poor 
McDEVITT, was even indicted. Evidence 
concerning some of their frauds was laid 
before a Grand Jury in a_ half-hearted 
way, and when the jury failed to indict 
an attempt was made by Col. BLIss to 
save something out of the wreck, as he 
said, by arranging for arbitration proceed- 
ings. The arbitration plan was worthless, 
and while it was under consideration 
the Statute of Limitations ran against the 
criminal offenses of the contractors and 
their confederates, The ranorts-made hy 


special agents showed, as the committee 
asserts, that the operations of the Satis- 
BURYS and PARKERS were “ glaringly 
fraudulent,” and that the members of the 
combinations should have been indicted, 
convicted, and made defendants in civil 
suits, There was also additional evidence, 
furnished by McDevitt, a tool, who 
had given information to the Gov- 
ernment and been promised immunity 
by Mr. Woopwarp upon the au- 
thority of Attorn: -General MacVEaGH 
and Postmaster-General James; but for 
some unknown reason this promise was 
broken by Attorney-General BREWSTER, 
and McDEVITT was prosecuted in another 
and unimportant case and sent to the peni- 
tentiary. In this way his mouth was 
shut, If the evid...-e against the Salis- 
bury combination procured from other 
sources was insufficient, he could have 
filled the gap. Who exercised the ‘ mys- 
terious influence” that saved these men? 
It is very plain that influence of some 
kind was exercised in behalf of KELLOGG, 
as we have heretofore shown; but we do 
not believe that KELLOGG andthe Salis- 
bury and Parker combinations are in- 
debted to the same person or persons for 
their escape. Perhaps the mysterious and 
magnetic statesman who interposed in 
behalf of BosLer could a tale unfold. The 
truth is that the so-called proceedings 
against the Salisbury and Parker combi- 
nations were a farce from the beginning. 
Possibly they had thrown ‘‘an anchor to 
the windward.” 

The committee briefly reviews the 
history of the Kellogg case, in which 
the Government was beaten and the 
defendant saved for work in the Presi- 
dential campaign by the operation of 
the Statute of Limitations. Thanks to 
the testimony of seven members of thé 
Hutchinson Grand Jury—all prominent 
business men of Washington—there is no 
longer any mystery about the way in 
which KELLOGG was allowed to escape. 
We have recently told the story, and it is 
unnecessary to repeat it now. 

The abstract of this majority: report 
given to the press indicates that the en- 
tire paper cannot fairly be called a parti- 
san ‘‘campaign document.” Those who 
wrote it seem to have dealt with the sub- 
ject in a mild way. They could have 
used much stronger language and have 
made more pointed allusions to the 
‘mysterious influences” exerted in be- 
half of the guilty without going beyond 
the bounds of truth or propriety. Their 
report relates to vast frauds and thefts 
committed by Government officers 
and employés, and to the © Gov- 
ernment’s most disgraceful failure 
to punish the guilty or recover one cent 
of the stolen millions. The star route 
story is one that the true patriot and lover 
of his country would prefer to forget, and 
if he studies the testimony given before 
the committee it is not for the purpose of 
recalling the disgraceful facts, but in the 
hope that it will point out, as objects of 
his righteous indignation, the men who 
conspired to defeat the ends of justice. 
The testimony has been of some service in 
that direction. 





Judge DONOHUE’s decision dissolving 
the preliminary injunction in the Broad- 
way railroad case seems to imply that 
the provision in the General Street Rail- 
road act in regard to disposing of fran- 
chises at auction is incapable of being 
executed. He takes occasion to express 
his own opinion that there is no reason 
why the privilege of building railroads in 
the streets should be paid for, but 
that was an opinion which was not 
called for. He does not make the laws 
and it is not his province to judge of the 
propriety of legislative action. It is, how- 
ever, a judicial opinion that the consent 
of the local authorities is not a franchise 
and does not of itself convey the right to 
build a railroad and is not athing that 
can be sold at auction or otherwise for the 
public benefit. By parity of reason it 
would seem that the consent of property 
owners or the decision of Commissioners 
appointed by the court cannot be sold. 
What then is the franchise which may 
be sold at auction under authority of the 
act of the Legislature and how.can the 
sale be effected ? 


AMUSEMENTS. 


MME. JANISCH. 

A cordial greeting was given to Mme. 
Janisch last evening at the New Park Theatre, 
and the customs of the time were not disregard- 
ed in the matter of floral trophies. As Mme. 
Janisch is an Austrian woman, the band playea 
the Austrian hymn during the evening and con- 
trasted it, felicitously, with ‘ Hail, Columbia,” 
while the banners of the empire and the Republic 
decorated the fronts of the boxesin the prosce- 
nium arch. In other words, no pains were spared 


to make the event appear as one of national im- 
portance. That it was sucha one, in a limited 
sense and in a far different sense from that sug- 
gested by the shrewd Mr. Sargent, we have no 
doubt. Mme. Janisch has proved herself to hea 
competent and painstaking dramatic artist. 
Last night's performance showed that; those 
persons who witnessed her representations here, 
in the German language, some time ago, already 
knew it—and the addition of such an actress to 
the American stage must be regarded as an 
event of importance by all who have its in- 
terests at heart. It must be contessed that 
some of the circumstances which attended the 
first effort of this lady to use the English lan- 
guage instead of her native tongue in a dramatic 
a were depressing. The New Park 
heatre has not hitherto been associated 
with the classical drama to begin with, 
and the atmosphere of more or less royal 
British burlesque clings to it still; the 
actress speaking a strange tongue before strange 

ople, and surrounded by strange and not par- 
icularly brilliant actors, eT suffered 
somewhat from nervousness, and finally the play 
was unsuitable. It is intimated that Mme. 
Janisch herself made the choice. We can easily 
understand that she esteems the traditions 
of the German stage, and reveres the 
memory of Friedrnch Schiller. But the sketch 
entitled ‘* Louisa” is not Schiller’s “* Love and 
Intrigue;” it comprises a few of the scenes from 
that work condensed by an adept at stagecraft. 
1opey it as Schiller wrote it would be to make 
Lady Milford as important acharacter as Louisa, 
and Ferdinand even more important; to inflict 
upon modern ears pages of denunciation of 
the vices of the rich and eulogies of the 
virtues of the poor; to keep un audience seated 
many hours listening to words which had mean- 
ing and weight in another era and another land 
while they have neither to-day in this country. 
Schiller wrote * Kabale und Liebe” in his young 
manhood, just after he had made his name 
by writing “Die Ratiber.” It was di- 
rected at the tyranny and licentiousness 
then existing n the petty German 
principalities. Louisa, the daughter of 
a poor musician, is loved by the son of a Prime 
Minister; the Minister commands his son to 
marry the Prince’s mistress in order to further 
his own ends; the son refuses, and Louisa’s 
father and mother are thrown into jail. Under 
the stress of great mental excitement, and be- 
lieving the act will save her father’s life, the 
girl writes from dictation a letter which com- 
promises her honor, ‘This letter is placed so it 
will fall into the hands of the Minister's son, 
and he administers poison to Louisa and kills 
himself. Mmc. Janisch was most effective in the 
letter scene and in the interview with Lady Mil- 
ford, the Prince’s favorite, last night. Sne ex- 
hibited at these points her command of the re- 


sou of the stage,; and her earnest devo- 
tic 5 to her art, -Toaisctacanana, nartianiarly. wa ;

good acting, as tnat word is understood b 
actors; her interruptions of the letter wit 
floods of tears or bursts of anger were both 
natural and pathetic. The care with which the 
quill was selected, from among a number, which 
was to be used for the fatal billet showed her 
command of the situation. The death scene was 
not altogether impressive, but this was largely 
owing tothe feeble support of the Ferdinand 
and the stilted language used by the translator. 
Mme. Janisch has gn interesting and intelligent 
face, her eyes are large and expressive, and she 
uses them to emphasize the text to a rather un- 
usual extent. She speaks English clearly, with a 
not unpleasant inflection.

OPERA COMIQUE AT WALLACK’S. 


‘““Fanchon,” the new opera-comique 
brought out at Wallack’s Theatre last evening, 
although not likely to outlive the older pieces of 
the same stamp, has sufficient interest and charm 
to be entitled to frequent representation. 
It is quite worthy of its designation, 
and while it does not take rank with 
the works of which ‘Fra  Diavola” 
and ** La Dame Blanche” are typical specimens, 
it is several grades above what is generally 
known as opera bouffe. On the other hand, 
“Fanchon” is altogether inferior to such operas 
as ‘* Orphée” and “La Grande Duchesse” in 
point of originality and brilliancy. ‘“ Mme. 
Angot” and “ Giroflé-Girofla” were about 
the last achievements of the kind in 
which invention and inspiration were discern- 
ible, and almost all the products of Jate years 
have been tar-fetched* and labored. ‘ Fan- 
chon,” bowever, has distinct merits that ought 
to secure for it a fair measure of popularity. 
The score includes some very graceful numbers, 
the choruses and concerted parts are written 
with considerable treedom and brightness,and the 
orchestration is tasteful and rich, if occasionally 
a trifle heavy. Were it intrusted for interpreta- 
tion to singers of positive talent portions of the 
opera would be exceedingly effective. Its plot 
is rather involved. Francois les bas-bleus, a 
public writer, is enamored of a street song- 
stress named Fanchon, who turns out 
to be the daughter of the Marquis de 
Pontcornet. The poor scribbier would havea 
slender chance of marrying his sweetheart but 
for the outbreak of the revolution, which turns 
everything topsy-turvy, und finally brings about 
the marriage of the loving couple, Pontcornet 
giving his unwilling consent. The music allotted 
to Francois is mainly sentimental, while 
the numbers assigned to Fanchon are, as a rule 
tunefuland merry. A song (“francois les bas 
bleus”) and a military song with a chorus, 
in the first act; a pretty duet, to a waltz 
movement, in the second, and some sug- 
gestive couplets sung by Fanchon in the 
third are to be cited as having afforded 
special pleasure last evening: but, in spite of 
the fluency and liveliness of almost all the airs, 
it cannot fairly be said that any of them will be 
heard in the streets or from the oven windows 
of drawing rooms. In respect of its 
characters, incidents, and local color 
“ Fanchon” reminds one strongly of 
“La Fille de Mme. Angot.” Bernicat, the 
composer of ** Fanchon,” is not, on this account, 
to be taxed with plagiaris =. He was a song 
writer for the principal cafés, concerts in 
Paris, and had abundant cleverness and 
considerable creative power, both of which 
would have borne richer fruit had he 
not died at a_ comparatively early age. 
The music to ‘“¥Fanchon,” which, on the 
French stage, is christened after * Francois les 
bas bieus,”’ is understood to have been written 
by Bernicat, and was scored, after the 
composer’s death, by a triend and co- 
laborer, M. Messager. The performance 
at Wallack’s, last night, was creditable 
to nearly everybody concerned. If Mme. Théo 
could but sing, it would have left nothing to be 
wished for. M. Gaillard’s representation of 
Francois was exceedingly good, in alyric as 
well as in a histrionic sense; M. Guy 
supplied a very comical picture of Kirsch- 
wasser, au Swiss soldier; M. Meziéres 
was funny as ever in the garb and the disguises 
of the Marquis, and Lary, Mlle. Nor- 
dall, and Mme. Delorme, were each and 
all, well suited to théir roles, Mme. 
Theo was as_ fascinating as usual, and 
her familiar touches of naughtiness, ap- 
plied with particular liberality and zest in 
some verses in the last act, brought down the 
house. The chorus was remarably efficient, and 
so much of the work assigned to it is elaborate 
and striking, that its efficiency is worth 
mentioning. The impression - produced by 
“ Fanchon”™ was pleasant if not profound, and 
with some compression and somewhat briefer 
intermissions between the acts the opera ought 
to delight large audiences for the remainder of 
the week at any rate. 

MADISON-SQUARE THEATRE! 

Criticism has little to do with such plays 
as ** The Private Secretary,” which was made 
known amid unbounded hilarity at the Madison- 
Square Theatre last night. We do not slay a 
cricket with a Gatling gun; neitber do we record 
the increase of his family in the census reports. 
Yet he isa very merry creature withal, and his 
hopping pranks may serve to fill out for us a bad 
quarter of an hourthat has no more init. We 
do not—or should not—condemn plays like 
“The Private Secretary” because they are 
founded on no esthetic principles and teach no 
fundamental truths not known before. Neither 


do we extol them as masterpieces of dramatic 
art, though they may be exceedingly cunning in 
construction, and may serve to fill two hours and 
a half with healthy, wholesome laughter. It 
has been said a hundred times of such plays, and 
may as well be said once more, that they are 
written with a purpose; that purposeis to make 
people laugh; and when they have accomplished 
that they have given a sufticient reason for their 
existence. Viewed in this light, which we take 
to be the right one, ** The Private Secretary” is 
a success. It is a farce-comedy in three acts, 
and abounds in exaggerated action and brilliant 
dialogue peculiar to that class of play. The in- 
cidents are crowded upon one another in an 
almost confusing succession, aud the complica- 
tions whicb ensue are highly disconcerting to 
the personages of the farce and intensely 
amusing to the audience. Those who witnessed 
its production last night laughed most heartily, 
and there could be no doubt that they en- 
joyead the entertainment from beginning 
to end. The play has its faults, but they 
do not sufficiently impair its effectiveness to call 
for serious condemnation. The mood in which 
itis conceived is new to the Madison-Square 
Theatre, but the patrons of that house can be 
comforted with the assurance that it contains no 
offensive elements beyond a stray line or two of 
humor which may be misconstrued. The present 
hunger of the public appears to be for fun, and 
plenty of it can be found in this play. It is, on 
the whole, well acted. Mr. Frank Thornton de- 
serves especial commendation for a carefully 
studied and thoroughly artistic performance of 
the Rev. Robert Spaulding, the Secretary, and 
Mr. Lemoyne’s presentation of Mr. Cattermole is 
also praiseworthy. The other characters are 
treated with judgment, and the farce promises 
to have a financially properous career. 


COMEDY THEATRE. 

The English version of ‘‘Der Biblio- 
thekar,” which was presented at the New-York 
Comedy Theatre last evening, was entitled 
““Digby’s Secretary.” The adaptation is the 
work of Mr. William Gillette, who seems to have 
sufficient confidence in the merit of his work, as 
may readily be inferred from the fact that he 
appeared in the title rdle. His work is dubbed a 


farcical comedy, which is a decided misnomer. 
It issimply a farce, and rather a coarse one at 
that, with much attendant horse play. The 
merit of the thing lies in the story itself, and 
even Mr. Gillette’s work as adapter and actor 
was not sufficient to overcome it. The cast at 
the Comedy included Mr. Frank Tannehill as the 
nephew; Mr. TT. M. Hunter as the uncle, 
Mr. Maurice Pike as _ the tailor, and 
Mr. H. B. Phillips asthe dignified old gentieman; 
in addition to Misses Gertruce Johnson and Eula 
Talbot, Mrs. Mary Stuart, and Mme. Ivan C. 
Michels. Mr. Gillette’s work was not especially 
commendable. Its principal effects were ob- 
served in the extravagant manner in which he 
dressed the part and the nasalintonation with 
which he uttered asingle “ gag,” which he ap- 
parently hopes to have all the ablebodied idiots 
“about town” repeating for.a month or two. 
Mr. Tannehill was fairly good, and so were most 
of the others. Mrs. Stuart gavea very clever 
personation, and Mrs. Eliza Young, the Mrs. Mc- 
Cosh, also deserved praise. There are several 
double entendres that disfigure the text. which 
might with advantage be omitted. A large au- 
dience witnessed the performance, and greeted 
the situations with much laughter. 


GRAND OPERA HOUSE. 

An audience that filled every part of the 
Grand Opera House last evening greeted with 
marked demonstrations of approval the revival 
of ‘“ The Sea of Ice.”? The syrapathies of the 


house were easily won by Miss Kate Claxton in 
the role of Louise de Lascours and afterward as 
Ogarita, characters whicn were successfully 
Sustained, it will be remembered, by Lu- 
cille Western in 1867 in the same popu- 
lar place of entertainment. The play affords 
ample opportunity for mechanical effects and 
scenic display, and its presentation last evening 
in these particulars was interesting and note- 
worthy. Kate Claxton, in the earlier réle of the 
piece, was the tender and devoted mother, but as 
Ugarita, the protegée of an Indian tribe, she was 
naive and impassioned by turns. Mr. Charles A. 
Stevenson made a very picturesque Carlos. The 
breaking away of the ice was a very skillful 
piece of mechanism and was warmly applauded, 
and the following scene on the shore of Mexico 
was a pleasant and artistic contrast.

MRS. PECK CAUGHT AT LAST 


IN A LEGAL NOOSE OF THE TIGHT: 
EST KIND. 
SHE STEALS DIAMONDS, PAWNS THEM, AND 
GETS CAUGHT IN PERJURY WHILE TRY- 
ING TO RECOVER THEM. 

Mrs. Ellen Peck, the notorious swindler, 
early last March, under the name of Mrs. Knight, 
was introduced to Mr. John Bough, a diamond 
broker, at No. 32 Liberty-street, by another 
broker. She represented herself to be a rich 
speculator in jewels, who would be likely to call 
upon Mr. Bough in obtaining precious stones that 
her customers might require., About a month 
later she called on him and told him that one of 
her friends wanted to buy a diamond ring. 
After going through his whole stock of. jewelry, 
Mr. Bough finally produced a ring set with dia- 
monds with which Mrs. Knight was delighted. 
Tt was worth $75,and the woman put it care- 
fully in her reticule and wentaway. The fol- 
lowing day she came back and paid for her pur- 
chase, steadfastly declining to accept the com- 
mission which the broker thought she ougbt to 
have, thus paving the way for a heavier haul. 

On April 28 last Mrs. Knight made another 
visit to her jeweler friend and to!d him that on 
that night a rich friend of hers—the wife of the 
President of a large concern in Brooklyn—wag 
going to dine with her, and that she (Mrs. 
Knight) wanted some jewels to wear and to 
show, with the ultimate view of selling them. 
A pair of diamond earrings and two diamond 
rings, worth in all something over $400, were 
shown her, and she liked them immensely. She 


said that she would take them, and even if she 
could not dispose of them sutisfactorily she 
in all probability would buy them herself. With 
the promise that she would come in next day 
with the necessary money she departed, and Mr. 
Bough has since been awaiting her return. Hesent 
to the address she had given him two or three 
times, and at last reported the whole occurrence 
to Inspector Byrnes. ‘I'he latter immediately 
recognized in Bough’s description of Mrs. Knight 
the woman wno has both aided and baffled him 
him under the correct name of Elien Peck. 

The detectives found that the articles stolen 
had been pawned for $130 with one of the Simp- 
sons in Chatham-street some time in July. The 
jewels had been taken there by some unknown 
person, who obtained the money, but on Aug. 1, 
a woman who the Inspector knew was Mrs. 
Peck from the description given went to Simp- 
son’s and requested an immediate and private 
audience with the head of the establishment, 
*Her wish was granted, and into Mr. Simpson's 
unsympathetic ears the woman poured forth g@ 
harrowing tale. She said tuat she was rich, very 
rich—in fact, enormously rich, and thata short 
time before some rascal had so far forgotten 
himself as to tear away from their snug resting 
place in her mahogany bureau, in the superb 
room of ber magnificent mansion, some jewels 
which she described. These were those which 
came from Mr. Bough. She said the thief 
had sent her the pawn tickets. and 
she demanded the return of the jewelry. 
Mr. Simpson refusedto do this, and Mrs. Peck, 
after indulging in a storm of -threats, took her 
departure. Shethen sought out Mr. Champion 
Bissell, an attorney at No. 23 East Fourteenth.« 
street, and engaged him to recover “her” prop. 
erty. He obtained a writ of replevin for the 
property, and Simpson countered with another 
writ of replevin. : 

A civil suit was arranged, and was set down by 
Civil Justice Clancy to vetried before him on 
Sept. 12. Before that date Detective Sergeant 
Timothy Golden had discovered the whereabouts 
of the stolen jewelry, had heard this story, and 
had laid his plans accordingly. Mr. Bough, ac- 
companied by the gentleman from whom he had 
originally purchased the jewelry in dispute, 
identified it at Simpson's by private marks as 
that he had given to Mrs. Knight, or Peck. 
Nothing was done until Sept. 12, when Detect- 
ives Golden, Mangin, and Murray went to the 
trial before Judge Clancy and heard Mrs. Peck 
swear that she had bought the diamondsin Oc- 
tober last from a man she called George B. 
Thomas, and that she had paid $100 for them. 
Thomas thereupon corroborated her statements 
under oath, and after the trial, which was ad- 
journed, the detectives shadowed him. 

Inspector Byrnes got a copy of both Mrs. 
Peck’s and Thomas’s testimony, and, accom- 
panied by Bough, secured warrants for their ar- 
rest, on the charges of perjury and grand 
larceny, from Police Justice White, at the 
‘rombs Police Court. The woman was arrested 
on Sunday at her home, No. 807 Putnam-avenue, 
Brooklyn, and yesterday morning Thomas was 
intercepted while going down Liberty-street 
and wastaken before Inspector Byrnes, at Police 
Headquarters. He was very much fright- 
ened, and, under very little pressure, made 
a full confession of the whole transaction. 
He said that he had known Mrs. Peck 
for a long time, and had frequently bor- 
rowed money from her. Just before her suit 
for the recovery of the jewels pledged with 
Simpson he had asked her to loan him $20. She 
then took him into her confidence and told him 
that if he would swear as she wanted him 
to, and as she would instruct him, she would give 
him the $20, and $50 more. He was hard. up and 
in great need of the money, and accepted the 
offer without delay. The following day, hesays, 
he met her at Lawyer Bissell’s office, and there 
the whole programme was laid out. He was as- 
sured that he ran no dangerin doing as she told 
him, and he “‘really had no fear of being found 
out.” Heswears he hasn't seen Mrs. Peck since 
the adjournment of her suit. He was locked up 
at headquarters, and, with Mrs. Peck, will be ar- 
raigned to-day. * The latter absolutely refuses to 
make any statement of any kind. 

Mrs. Peck’s first known adventure of any note 
was in 1878, when she was arrested by Detective 
Golden for swindling B. T. Babbitt, the soap 
manufacturer, out of $19,000. Since then she 
has been arrested several times, but so cleverly 
has she covered up her tracks that she has always 
managed to get off. She in part made up for her 
former transgressions last April when she aided 
Inspector Byrnes in hunting down Columbini, 
the noted Italian forger, who stole $12,000 worth 
of bonds from the McSorley mansion, on Staten 
Island. It was owing principally to Mrs. Peck’s 
testimony that this criminal was convicted and 
sent to Sing Sing forl2 years. She is regarded 
by the police as a dangerous and accomplished 
thief, but they are confident that this time they 
will be able to convict her.

LISTENING TOSPEECHES IN FAVOR 
OF CLEVELAND. 
A@HE ACADEMY OF MUSIC AND IRVING HALL 
CROWDED AND AN OVERFLOW MEET- 
ING HELD OUTSIDE. 

fhe music of a dozen bands, the whiz- 
@ing of rockets, the nerv-rending “ bang!” 
“bang!” of pyrotechnic bombs, the lusty cheer- 
ing from thousands of throats, and the bright 
glare of red, green, and blue lights, gave token 
last evening of an unusual demonstration in the 
vicinity of Irving-place and Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth streets. Fuliy two-thirds of the vast 
multitude of people that thronged the immedi- 
ate approaches to the Academy of Music and 
Irving Hall were Germans, and the cheers which 
succeeded each other at frequent intervals were 
given as salutations to the Cleveland and Hen- 
dricks Clubs as they marched up to participate 
in the great mass meeting of German-American 
citizens. Numerically the demonstration was 
certainly a large one, and the amount of enthu- 
siasm manifested was remarkable. 

Campaign clubs from nearly all of the Assem- 
bly districts paraded to the places of meetings, 
each club headed by a band of music and bear- 
ing aloft banners and transparencies. The clubs 
that came first entered the Academy of Music, 


those that came later went into Irving Hall. The 
crowds in the vicinity of those two halis were so 
dense that the political organizations were 
obliged to squeeze their way through the middle 
of the streets. Some of the club transparencies 
bore inscriptions as follows: “ From Calitornia 
to Maine, no German Votes for Blaine,” **Cleve- 
land the Workingman’s True Friend,” ** No Pro- 
tection for American Jobbers,” ** No Maine Blue 
Laws for Us.” 

Before 8 o'clock the Academy of Music and 
Irving Hall were filled to overtiowing, and the 
overtiow organized an outdoor meeting. Men 
stood in the aisles and crowded the stages of 
both the buildings. The interior of the Acad- 
emy was liberally decorated with German and 
American flags. Overthe stage hung the United 
States coatofarms. On one side of it was a 
large portrait of Cleveland, and on the other 
side a portrait of Hendricks. All of the prosce- 
nium boxes were heavily draped with bunting, 
and each one was completely filled. Gen. Franz 
Sigel was greeted with vociferous applause 
when he called the meeting to order, and the - 

lause was repeated when he introduced Oswald 

ttendorfer as President of the evening. There 
were 200 Vice-Presidents. including William 
Steinway, Henry Clausen, Jr., August Belmont, 
Gustave Schwab, Charles F. Woerishoffer. Peter 
Doelger, Jacob Ruppert, Adolph Schalk, Christ 
Huptel, David G. Yuengling, Albert 8. Bischof, 
Ferdinand Levy. and David Mayer. The Hon. 
Algernon S&S. Sullivan, John R,. Fellows, and 
George Ehret were also present. 


MR. OTTENDORFEB’S REMARKS. 

Mr. Ottendorfer, after referring to the honor 
4onferred upoy him by selecting him to speak 
at such a meeting, said that a great deal was in- 
‘vvolvedin the issues of the present campaign. 
The decision to be rendered at the polls, he said, 


involves the fair name and honor of the Amer- 
ican people, who will be called on to decide 
whether the highest office of the Republic is to 
be intrusted to a man who, in the other high of- 
ficial positions which he has_ heid, gave proof 
positive that he felt no scruples in using the in- 
Huence and power of his office for his personal 
enrichment and in furthering the interests of 
corporations, begging in return a portion of 
their profits. This opinion, said Mr. Ottendor- 
fer, may sound harsh, but it 1s, unfortunately, 
only too true. In speaking of the enthusiasm 
of the Germans for Cleveland, Mr. Ottendorier 
said: 

** The speakers of the evening will, no doubt, 
submit to you the proofs for the correctness of 
my assertions, and this, too, in a more thorougno 
and more convincing manner than I could do it. 
it will not seem strange that the German- 
Americens are rallying in overwhelming num- 
bers and with unequaled zeal in order to protect 
their adopted home against the danger and 
humiliation now threatening the country. In 
explaining this fact it will not be necessary to 
assert that the views entertained by the German- 
Americans in regard to honor are of a more 
minutely discriminating kind or brought to a 
higher state of development, or that they cherish 
aud foster honesty and integrity more than our 
fellow-citizens of other extraction. It will 
suffice when I recall the fact that the average 
German 1s so trained, more so than citizens of 
other descent, that he will invariably well con- 
sider the consequences of any step he may take; 
that he forms his opinion more in conformity 
with the laws of cause and effect, and hence can- 
not be so easily deceived 4 glittering gener- 
alties; that he 1s fully convinced that the prin- 
ciples of integrity, adhered to in privare life, 
must also be followed in the administration of 
‘our public affairs; that a political party, by 
virtue of its nominations, disregarding these 
principles, is incapable of turthering the public 
welfare and unworthy the support of patriotic 
citizens. History has taught the German that a 
republican form of Government’ does not give 
the privilege of allowing corruption to stalk 
forth with impunity; on the contrary. that the 
most powertul republics hastened to theirruin 
whenever, blinded by wealth and power, they 
permitted their public lite to be degraded to an 
arena tor the champions of an unscrupulous and 
corrupt desire of accumulating riches. 

“The Germans love their adopted home too 
dearly to leave it without resistance to a similar 
fate. They cherish the scenes of their activity, 
the birthplace of their children. They will not 
assume the responsibility toward the latter of 
having been inditferent or inactive when the 
decision trembled in the balance, whether the 
most precious inheritance they leave their 
children, the Republic, was to be saved the hu- 
miliation of having the high priest of corruption 
assume command of the ship of State, only to see 
it inevitably go to certain destruction. Hence it 
is that neither party considerations nor personal 
inclinations can prevent them from organizing 
when an enemy is to be fought whose work 
would be such as, sooner or later, to endanger 
the welfare and the existence of the Union. 
Hence it was that, at the outbreak of the civil 
war, they rallied without difference of party 
enthusiastically under the flag of the Union, 
Hence it was that about a dozen years ago when 
the swindling operations of the Tammany ring 
were exposed, the German Democrats of our 
city participated in an overwhelming majority 
in the crusade against the corrupt clique and 
contributed essentialiy to its downfali. Hence 
itis that to-day the German Republicans in 
equally iarge numbers and with their best and 
most esteemed men for Jeaders are hastening to 
the rescue of the imperiled honor of the Ameri- 
can people. Virginius,the Roman, stabbed to 
death his daughter in preference to exposing her 
to shame and dishonor. These German Republic- 
ans, endowed with a high sense of honor, preter 
a temporary defeat of their party instead of per- 
mitting that, through itstriumph under its pres- 
ent standard-bearer, the fair name of the Ameri- 
can people be dragged into the mire. 

“ There are certainly many and important ques- 
tions which should be discussed in the present 
campaign, and whose influence toward one side 
or the other in casting the votes should be taken 
into consideration. These questions involve civil 
service reform, revenue reform, taxation, finan- 
cial problems, &c. But isit of any avail to dis- 
cuss the interior arrangements of a house or de- 
sirable changes, while the house itself is on fire? 
The first thing to be done is to get the destructive 
flames under control, and after this has been 
achieved and the impending ruin averted, then 
we may take counsel together, or, if you wisn, 
get intoanangry discussion over the question 
whether one reform or the other, in one way 
or the other,can best be realized. Should we 
ay that the administration of public affairs 

dragged into the mire of corruption, then it 
will be a ditficult job to find a place where to in- 
pert the lever for making desirable improve- 
ments, and atevery attempt we may make to gct 
out of the mire we sink deeper into it, until we 
are swallowed up and share the fateof all repub- 
lics which lost sight of the old truth that honor 
and justice are the most solid foundations of all 
. States. But I wish to detain you no longer, and 
only desire to remind you that the old German 
roverb, * Tell me with whom you associate and 
will tell you yourtrue worth,’ will furnish you 
a criterion for judging the personal character of 
the candidates in the present Presidential cam- 


paign. 
** Looking, in the yoy of the proverb’s truism, 


upon the friends o{. the candidates placed by the 
1 arties before the people, what do we 

nd? Ag first that every one of those men who 
had participated in the most corrupt practices 
which were introduced in several branches of 
the Federal Government can to-day be found 
among the most zealous advocates of the Repub- 
lican candidate for the Presidency. The most 
fervent prayers for the election of Blaine are 
uttered by men who escaped the penitentiary 
through disagreement of the jury or through in- 
tentional or unintentional blunders on the part 
of counsel for the prosecution. With the same 
degree of insolence with which their chief is 
denying the proofs of his corruption, or, if this 
is unavailing, submits them to the public in the 
guise of allegedly simple business transactions 
with the same cheek which can only be an off- 
spring of the conviction that the American peo- 
ple bave lost all sense of right and honor, those 
men have the impertinence of heralding their 
affinity with the Republican candidate in the 
light of a recommendation for him. lam not, 
however, asserting or even insinuating that all 

rominent friends and advocates of Mr. Blaine 

ave directly or indirectly participated in these 
corrupt practices. No doubt there are very re- 
spectable men among them, but party prejudices 

ave blinded them to such a degree thatina 

rge measure they have lost the power of dis- 
criminating between right and wrong, between 
truth and falsehood, between honor and dis- 
bonor, or they belong to that class of our citizens, 
unfortunately solarge in number, who. while 


~ taking an active part in politics, are of the opin- 


fon that there isa different code of ethics for 
public and private life. Many of these gentie- 
men would consider it an aggravated insult 
should any one propose to them to embark, as 
private citizens in their business, in enterprises 
of the c rof the transactions which have 
been charged to the Republican candidate in his 
official capacity, and the proofs for which have 
been furnished. In political life, however, they 
think more liberal views ought to prevail, and 
they could close their eyes to wrong and short- 


rnicious conse- 


\ Pemings whenever the interests of the party de- 


it. hey overlook the 


quences of their <rroneous Views. and are ap- 
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parently not aware that a Presidential candidate 
against whose official honesty and integrity such 
serious and well-founded objections can be made 
must necessarily attract all corrupt elements. 
and that, considering the insolence manifested 
by those elements, the respectable friends of Mr. 

Blaine will vainly endeavor to puta stop to the 

wild orgies which are sure to follow Blaine’s 

election in all departments of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, 

“And now cast your eyes upon the other side 
of the picture, upon Gov. Grover Cleveland, for 
whose support you are assembled here to-day. 
Here you havea man as plain as he is unpretend- 
ind and straightforward; a man who hesitates 
not a moment to show the door to the friends of 
corruption and tothe demagogues as soon as 
they dare to approach him; a man who cannot 
be mduced by personalor political considera- 
tions to leave the path which sound common 
sense has shown him tobe the right one, and 
who, for these reasons, has repelled the corrupt 
elements of his party, while Biaine has attracted 
them; a man _ perfectly unmoved by the 
hue and cry raised by the Butlers and 
Gradys and the rabble generally, and who would 
undoubtedly even decline the honor of the Pres- 
idency were it to be obtained ata price in the 
shape of concessions to those persons in return 
for their friendship. Hence it was that the 
declaration of a delegate to the Chicago Conven- 
tion—Gen. Bragg. of Wisconsin—was applauded 
to the echo throughout the country, and that 
everywhere the remark could be heard that he 
had hit the nail on the head when he said: ‘We 
love Cleveland most on account of the enemies 
he has made.’ To this great truth is only to be 
added: * And we oppose Blaine most strenuously 
on account of the friends he has made.’ ” 

Ex-Gov. Edward Salomon followed Mr. Otten- 
dorfer, his speech, in the main, being the recital 
ofthe Little Rock and- Fort Smith Railroad 
transactions. In conclusion he said: “This 
man is before us as the model, the ideal states- 
man. If elected to the office it would have been 
better to have the Republic meet the fate of 
Sedom and Gomorrah. I am an old Republican, 
one who voted for Lincoln, and, like thousands 
of others. I will not believe the people of the 
country so enchained by party bonds as to pre- 
fer him, the incarnation of dishonesty, to an 
honest man. His defeat will purify and regen- 
erate the party.” 

Joseph Pulitzer was the next speaker. He 
said: “The real conflict is not between the 
Democratic Party and the Republican Party, 
but between the Republican Party and the Re- 
public. The real question is not whether a 
change of Administration is politic, but whether 
it is possible. The real issue is not whether you 
will change the Government, but whether you 
can change it. Elect Mr. Blaine and there will 
be no more German votes, as they will be throt- 
tled by the iniquitous laws which now bind the 
freemen of Maine. He stands for the unholy 
alliance between prohibition and corruption, 
while Cleveiand is the representative of hon- 
esty and honor in politics, and with clean hands 
will bring us back to purity in official life, 
which Mr. Biaine could not possibly do.” 

Mr. Pulitzer at this moment recognized Carl 
Schurz in one of the boxes and, saying that he 
would abandon his peroration to enable them to 
hear their honored leader, Mr. Schurz was escort- 
ed upon the stage amid great enthusiasm. 

“It will be very difficult forme to make my- 
self intelligible,” said Mr. Schurz, **on account 
of a bad cold. I hoped to get home quietiy, but 
yielded to the temptation to come and see the 
meeting first. I have been in the West, and 
I assure you the Germans are not alone in 
their desire for honest government. I have 
always told Germans thet above all things 
they are American citizens and have no 
separate interests; I have been proud to find 
that they have always stood a unit for good 
government. During the rebellion there were 
few or no rebels, and when the financial honesty 
of the land was imperiled by the paper money 
and repudiation craze, the Germans stood solidly 
for honest money. The question which now 
confronts us is as great a question as the aboli- 
tion of slavery. or the putting down of the re- 
bellion, or honest money, and I know that they 
will be true to their record on thisas well. It is 
not the question whether the next Administra- 
tion will be a little more or less corrupt, but 
whether in this country a dishonest man 
has as good a show for official position 
as an honest man. Just as there were 
no German rebels, no German repudiators, 
there will be no German defender of dishonesty. 
The coming election will show that no man will 
dare to run for office unless he has clean hands. 
That is what Cleveland's election wiil show, and 
thatis why I will vote against Blaine. I see 
many old Republicans before and around me. 
They will remember bow gladly we allfwent into 
the campaign of 1860 to elect that grand man, 
Abranam Lincoln. At that time we had the 
holy purpose of removing the curse of slavery. 
Now they will join together in electing Cleveland, 
in order to show that dishonesty oucht not to tri- 
umph. If, nevertheless, it does, they will beable to 
wash their hands of the resuit, and 1t will not be 
their fault. Itissaid that Blaine is opposed by 
England on account of his free trade proclivi- 
ties. Goto Germany, France, or anywhere in 
Europe and you will! find the same. Why is this? 
It is because they look upon the New World to 
seeif it will take the foremost place in the 
world. They are not, of course, taking steps to 
assist in Clevelana’s election, but they stand 
apart and watch whether in the present election 
the American people will show by their votes 
that their choice is an honest or dishonest one.” 

Sigismund Kaufmann delivered the closing 
speech, confining his remarks principally to a 
eulogy of independence in politics. 

The thousands of Germans who could not get 
into the Academy of Music made a rush for 
Irving Hall, where preparations had been made, 
and soon every seat that had not been reserved 
for the Assembly district Clubsiwas occupied. 
Dr. Schultze called the meeting to order, and 
three rousing cheers were given for Cleveland 
and Hendricks. Edward Tamsen was elected 
Chairman. He remarked that the Germans had 
litted their vcice in this city, and the echo from 
Ohio wouldsoon annoutrce a brilliant victory for 
Cleveland. This election would be decided by 
independent citizens who thought for them- 
selves, and not by parties. The people had the 
Mulligan letters before them, and the only con- 
clusion that could be arrived at was that Blaine 
had used his official influence for omg Be- 
sides this, he had been a Know Nothing, and was 
one of those who had insisted that a foreigner 
must reside here 21 years before being allowed 
to vote. He was a narrow-minded bigot, 
and had helped to persecute the Catno- 
lics. Although a temperance fanatic, he had 
dodged the prohibition question in his letter 
of acceptance. As for Cleveland, his entire ca- 
reer was honest, andif elected he would clean 
out the Augean stabies in Washington. Charles 
Wehle spoke next, and said that he had always 
voted the Republican ticket since the birth of 
that party. But this time he was going to work 
and vote for Cleveland. Speeches were also 
made by Coroner Merkle, August Kleinau, and 
others. 

The following resolutions were read, and were 


adopted:

Party; 

Whereas, Year after year gigantic peculations have 
occurred in almost every department of the National 
Government, and, whereas, many of the perpetrators 
of these peculations have been left entirely unmolested 
by the Republican Party government, and others have 
been shielded from punishment by a farcical prosecu- 
tion ; 

Whereas, The Republican Partyisto a great extent 
controlled by just such individuals as have directly 
or indirectly participated in said peculations: that these 
elements have dominated in the Republican National 
Convention at Chicago and forced it to nominate their 
chum, James G. Blaine, for the Presidency; 

Wherras, James G. Blaine, as Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, the most important office after that 
of the President, has supported al! corrupt and monop- 
olistic measures, has voted for all land grants, has of- 
fered himself as a tool to the corporations that sought 
favors from Congress, and then demanded, nay begged. 
payment for the services be had rendered to them 
through his influence as Speaker; and, whereas, he ille- 
gally retained the proots of his guiltand made state- 
ments in bis defense which he knew were not true; 

Whereas, Blaine, in his long career as a legislator, has 
not originated or proposed a single really statesmanlike 
measure, and as Secretary of State has involved the 
Nation in the most disreputable complications with 
other nations, and thereby has proved that he is not 
a true statesman, but merely a pugnacious politician; 

Whereas, During the last 30 years Blaine has been one 
of the most fanatical champions of the most narrow- 
minded temperance compulsion and of the political 
distranchisement of the adopted citizens ; 

Whereas, ‘The Democratic Party by the nomination 
of Grover Cleveland and Thomas A. Hendricks has 
proved that it clearly recognizesthe most urgent wants 
of the Nation, to wit, the eradication of official corrup- 
tion, the improvement of the public service. the reduc- 
tion of the taxes, and the suppression of monopolies, 
and in thecharscter of its nominees has given usa 
good guurantee forthe realization of these reforms; 
therefore be it 4 

Resolved, That we, the German-American citizens of 
the City of New-York. hai! with sincere joy the afore- 
said reform tendencies of the Democratic Party and 
regard its success in the approaching Presidential elec- 
tionasan absolute necessity for the commercial and 
industrial progress and the preservation of our national 
honor. 

HKesolved, That we see in Grover Cleveland an honest,

BLAINE TALKS TO THE BUCKEYES. 
EX-PRESIDENT HAYES JOINS THE CARAVAN 
—A POLITICAL SPEECH. 

EtyrrtA, Ohio, Sept. 29.—Several hundred 
persons were at the Lake Shore Railroad station 
at Cleveland this morning to see Mr. Blaine start. 
When he arrived, at a few minutes before 9 
o’clock, he was heartily cheered. The start was 
made promptly at9o’clock. The train and en- 
gine were gayly decorated with the American 


flag and Biaine and Logan banners. The party 
was the same that came to Cleveland Friday 
evening, with the addition of ex-Secretary Win- 
a a local reception committee from Nor- 
walk. 


MONROEVILLE, Ohio, Sept. 29.—The ar- 
rangements at Oberlin were better than at any 
other piace so far in Ohio. There was a passage- 
way guarded by uniformed cluns from the train 
to the stand, and the stand itself was carpeted 
and decorated. The crowd was very large and 
enthusiastic. Hundreds of people from the 
country sat in their wagons, and every tree 
within sight of the stand was loaded down with 
boys. Mr. Monroe introduced Mr. Blaine, who, 
as soon as the applause with which he was re- 
ceived had subsided, said: 

MR. MONROE, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: I do not 
know any more tee ga thing for a candidate who 
represents Republican principles than to pay a visit to 
Oberlin, for if there be any one place in the United 
States above another where Republican principles were 
planted originally and matured and developed and 
strengthened into full growth itis Oberlin. [Applause.] 
The establishment of this college, 50 years ago: the 
radicalism, if you please, which it taught from its 
start; the great battle it waged; the immense success 
it attuined, without donation from the National or the 
State Government, but merely from the generous 
benevolence of men who believed in the Lede ag ag it 
represented, mark it as an event not merely the 
educational world, but in. the practical world 
us well, and [ am _ glad to _ stand here 
to pay my tribute to the great institution 
and to acknowledge as the representative, as I am for 

the time, of Republican principles the debt which that 

part owes to the great institution at Oberlin. [Cheer- 

—; I thank you for your kind welcome to this place. 

I thank you for the generous outpouring of this great 
audience. I thank you because I know what it repre- 
sents, and because I know that you know what I repre- 
sent. [Cheering.}] If anything could add to my pleasure 
inthis visit it would be that I have been presented 
to you by one with whom I had the honor for many 
years to be the associate in Congress, and whom I 
came to know and to respect and to esteem, for in all 
my public service | met no more honorable. no more 
pure, no more efficient member than James Monroe, of 
the Oberlin district. [Renewed applause.) Thanking 
you, ladies and gentlemen, for your generous recep- 
tion, I must bid you good-bye.”” 

Sanpusky, Sept. 29.—At Norwalk, in 
Huron County, Mr. Blaine and party were met 
by a large body of uniformed clubs and escorted 
in procession through the town to a stand 
erected in front of the Court House, around 
which were assembled several thousand persons. 
Ex-President Hayes was on the stand and wel- 
comed Mr. Blaine. 

ToLEnDo, Sept. 29.—At Clyde a short stop 
was made to enable Mr. Blaine to be presented 
to the large crowd which had assembled there. 
He responded very briefly, paving a marked 
tribute to the character and career of Gen. Mc- 
Pherson, whose body reposes in the cemetery 
near by. 

At Fremont ex-President Hayes escorted Mr. 
Blaine to the platform and introduced him to 
his friends and neighbors, asking for him a cor- 
dial reception as an old friend and as the stand- 
ard bearer of the Republican Party, whose suc- 
cess he believed was essential to the prosperity 
of the country. Mr. Blaine was received with 
great demonstrations of applause, and spoke as 
follows: 

“It gives me great pleasure to be thus welcomed to 
Fremont, and to be introduced by ex-President Hayes 
to his nelgbbors and friends. 1 am glad to have an op- 
portunity to say here that it was the enviable fortune 
of your distinguished fellow-citizen, as President of 
the United States, to leave the people of the country 
in a far more prosperous condition at the close of 
his Administration than that in which he found 
them on the day of his inauguration and that he steadi- 
ly gained in public esteem throughout his whole term 
of office. I thank him and I tnank you for this personal 
compliment and for its public significance, and I ask of 
you the considerate judgment which I know you wiil 

ive to the weight and meaning of Ohio’s voice in Octo- 

er.” [Cheering.] 

Upon arriving at Toledo Mr. Blaine was es- 
corted by the tocal committee to League Park, 
on the outskirts of the city, wherea meeting 
was in progress. As soon as it was known that 
Mr. Blaine had come people crowded into the 
park in large numbers, so that ina short time 
there were probably 10,000 in and around the in- 
closure. Mr. Blaine’s appearance on the stand 
was the signai for enthusiastic cheering. Mr. 
James M. Brown, Chairman of the Lucas County 
Committee, welcomed Mr. Blaine in a brief 
speech and introduced him to the audience. 
Mr. Blaine said: 

M8. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN: I should at any 
time deem it unprofitable to speak disrespectfully of 
politicai opponents. 1 should, in my present position, 
deem it altogether improper. I should rather be te 
victim of slanderthan the author of it. [Cheering.) 
But there are some things which I do not deem it unbe- 
coming in me, holding the position I do, to call your 
attention to. The Republican Party has governed the 
country for 24 years in the spirit and according tothe 
measures of broad nationality. ‘‘he progress under 
our Government in that spirit has far transcended all 
progress made in all previous years of the Nation’s his- 
tory. [Applause.) To remand our Government now 
to the control of our opponents, who do not_ believe in 
the constitutionality of the measures which have given 
this progress, would be to step backward into the 
dark. When we argue the questionof a protect- 
ive tarifl, we are not permitted to regard it merely as 
one to be settled on the basis of ex lency, because a 
large majority of our opponents hold a protective tariff 
to be unconstitutional. There is not one great meas- 
ure that the Republican Party has adopted, nor one 
great step that the party has taken since the inaugura- 
tion of Abraham Lincoln in 186] that the 
Democratic Party has not opposed and has 
not considered unconstitutional. So that to-day, to 
remand the Government of the United States to the 
control of the Democracy, is not merely an ordinary 
change of parties. Itisa total reversal of the entire 

olicy that has distinguished the Government of the 

Inited States since 1861, Itis giving to the narrowing 
dogma of State rights the precedence in that 
grand march which has been made and which 
could only be made under the banner of broad na- 
tionality. It is onthat great plane that the Republican 
Party has done me the honor to present me as a candi- 
date before you, Itison that plane, with all that it 
implies, that I am before you and before all the people 
of the United States to-day.” (Cheers.]} 

Mr. Blaine was then driven toa hotel. After 
dinner he was waited upon by the local commit- 
tee and taken to the headquarters of the 
Boys in Blue, where he was warmly re- 
ceiged. He made a tew informal remarks and 
then went tothe rooms of the Silver Greys, an 
organization of gray-haired Republicans, where 
there was a similar scene. Then he was 
driven to the grand stand, from which he 
reviewed a torchlight procession, many of the 
organizations coming from the surrounding 
country, and some from distant towns. Mr. 
Blaine will ieave Toledo at 9 o’clock to-morrow 
morning and reach Dayton in the evening, mak- 
ing brief stops at intervening places.

TWO NEGROES KILLED. 


-_—— 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 29.—A special to 
the Times from Berlin, Somerset County, says: 
“The authorities of Somerset County are look- 
ing for a big, strapping negro named Jim Smith, 
who shot down and killed two men in cold 
blood. Smithis from Kentucky, and came to 
this part of the country last Winter. He started 
a saloon to draw the custom of the laborers on 
the South Pennsylvania Railroad, and he got so 


much of it that he is reputed to be worth 
several thousand dollars. The South Penn- 
sylvania Railroad is. a tre eee road 
running through * a~ good -deal of wild 
scenery. A few miles trom. this. place 
it will pass through a long tunnel, now in proc- 
ess of construction, and known as the Alleghany 
Mountain Tunnel. This great hole through the 
mountains isa mile and a half Jong, and is being 
worked from both ends. Several hundred men, 
white and biack, are employed by Contractor 
Charles McFadden. Laborers trom both ends 
went up to Smith’s place to get their drinks. 
Pay day, which comes on the 20th of each month, 
is always a great day in camp. Everybody for 
miles around is familiar with the date. Fora 
few days a gang of negroes from Virginia, 
15 in number, and known as the Mul- 
ligan niggers, from the name‘ of their 
leader, had been hanging around the works 
waiting for the men to be paidoff. They came 
armed and were of quarrelsome disposition. It 
is said by the railroad men that they never do 
any work and that they are regularly organized 
for robbery. When the men were paid off they 
began their depredations. As the workmen went 
up the mountain to Smith’s place they would be 
confronted by these highwaymen, who would 
demand their money at the point of revolvers. 
In this way several of the white laborers were 
robbed. Between Jim Smith, the Kentucky 
negro, and his close followers and these Virginia 
biacks there has been no ilove lost. 

Jt was whispered around that the Mulligans 
intended to atiack Smithandrob him. On Sat- 
urday his place was the scene of high carousals. 
Colored men and white men drank and fought, 
and Smith became greatly alarmed at the stories 
brought to him that the Virginia negroes in- 
tended toattack him. His family took refuge in 
a neighboring cabin, and he swore that he would 

.kill at sizhtany Virginia negro highwayman 
thatec his path. The opportunity came on 
Sunday morning, when be opened fire on two of 
them in frontof his saloon and killed them 
both. At one he fired twice and missed both 
times. “Don’t shoot me,” cried his victim 
throwing his hands in the air, but Smith would 
not listen to any supplications for mercy, and 
while the laborers in the neighborhood poked 
their heads through windows and craned their 
necks around doors in a frightened manner, 
Smith fired a third time. The aim was true and 
his victim fell pierced through the heart. No 
one dared to stop Smith, and as soon us he 
realized what he had done he ———- 
through the trees and escaped. No one knows 
where he has gone.

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ONE SHOT NOT ACCOUNTED FOR. 


THE MURDER OF ROBERT CARMEN IN A 
SEVENTH-AVENUE SALOON. 

Thesound of pistol shots in rapid succes- 
sion coming from James Patterson’s liquor sa- 
loon. at No. 200 Seventh-avenue, at 10 o’clock 
last night, brought Officer Adams, of the 
Twenty-ninth Precinct, to that place on therun. 
About a dozen rough-looking men _ were 
gathered around two others, one of whom 
stood up in the middle of the room holding a 
smoking revolver in his hand, and the other lay 
at his feet, bleeding from two ghastly wounds— 
one in the right breast, a httle above the lung, and 
the other directly in the centre of his throat. The 
man with the pistol when the policeman camein 


pase himself up immediately, saying that he 
ad shot the wounded man in self-defense. Ho 
said he was Vavid Degnan, a cattle man, of No. 
222 West ‘Seventeenth-street. The man he had 
shot was Robert Carmen, who lived at Twenty- 
second-street and Seventh-avenue, and was 
u bartender for a_ saloon-keeper, whose 
name is Barclay, at Sixth - avenue 
and Tenth-street. ll the men in the 
saloon were put under arrest, and an ambulance 
took Carmen to St. Vincent's Hospital in an un- 
conscious condition, and the doctors say that it 
is absolutely impossible for him to recover. 

To Capt. Williams Degnan said that while he 
was standing atthe bar inthe saloon Carman 
came in very drunk. “He staggered over 
to me,” he said, *“‘and wanted to fight. I 
tried to get rid of him, but he insisted on 
fighting. He finally ciinched with me, and 
aiter we had struggled around he managed 
to get a revolver out of his back pocket 
and fired at me. Thr bullet missed me and went 
through the casing of the front window. Then 
1 fought for the pistol, and when I got it I shot 
Carmun, as I thought, to save my life. He fell to 
the ground. I fired only one shot.’ This state- 
ment is not credited, for Carman has two 
wounds. How the three shots which must 
have been fired were discharged is a mystery. 
Only two chambers of the revoiver, which isa 
new one, of 38 calibre, were found to be empty, 
and this is the only weapon claimed to have been 
used. Yet the two bullet holes in Carman’s 
body and the one in the window show that more 
than two shots were fired. Degnan would say 
nothing more, ana steadfastly stuck to his origi- 
nal! statement. 

From the men inthe saloon at the time of the 
shooting, nothing but a corroboration of De- 
gnan’s story could be obtained. The men were 
very sullen and very much averse to talking. 
The father of Carman, who keeps a saloon at 
No. 134 Sixth-avenue, near Tenth-street, and 
ust opposite Barclay’s piace, said last night that 

is son lett his employer’s last evening at6 
o'clock, and was perfectly sober. Young Car- 
man, so his father says, never drank anything, 
and never in his life had been known to carry 
a revolver. He scouts the idea of his son’s 
havine been fighting drunk, and believes that 
he was assassinated according to a previous ar- 
rangement on the part of the murderers, for he 
believed there was more than one. Three years 
ago, while Carman was ss as bartender 
for Richard Nugent, the policeman now serving 
time for highway robbery in Jersey City, he in- 
curred the displeasure of that worthy in some 
way, and one day Nugent shot him in front of his 
saloon, at Houston and Thompson streets. 
Carman got well, and, being afraid that Nu- 
gent would carry out his threat to kill 
him anyway, went to San Francisco. He 
came back in April last and went to work 
in the saloon in which he was shot last 
night. He staid there only a short time 
and went to Barclay’s place. Although it is not 
certainly known yet it is generally believed by 
the people inthe neighborhood of Patterson’s 
saloon that Degnan was a member of the Nu- 
gent gang,and murdered Carman according to 
orders, being aided by some as yet unknown ac- 
complice who fired the second shot. 


WRECKED BY A CYCLONE. 


A-NEW-YORK VILLAGE DEMOLISHED - AND 
= TWO PERSONS KILLED. 

- Burrato, N. Y., Sept. 29.—A special dis- 
patch from Wellsville to-night says: “* At 6 
o’clock last evening the little village of Shongo, 
lying eight miles south of Wellsville, on the 
Genesee River, was struck by a cyclone, the 
most terrific ever known in this section, It 
came over the hill from the west, sweeping 
everything before it, and struck the town in the 


centre. In two minutes the work of destruc- 
tion was complete. The eastern half of the town 
was utterly demolished. Two persons were killed 
instantly, 15 seriously injured, and 50 rendered 
homeless and destitute. The scene beggars de- 
scription. The largest trees were snapped like 
pipe stems; the strongest buildings were torn to 
pieces and scattered in all directions; and roads 
and fields for halt a mile are covered with frag- 
ments of buildings, household goods, and mer- 
chandise. In one house a father was badly in- 
jured, a mother killed outright, and every shred 
of clothing, shoes and all, was torn from 
the body of their little girl. Subscriptions 
were taken up to-day and immediate relief will 
be furnished the sufferers. The two persons 
killed were Willis Gardner and Mrs. Edward 
Pratt. The foliowing were seriously, some it is 
feared fatally, injured: Mr. and Mrs. Edgar Peet, 
Dr. A. A. Elliott, wife, and three children, Anna 
Lancaster, Austin Kemp, Duane Kemp and wife, 
Edward Pratt, Edward Brundage, wife, and two 
children, Mrs. Asa Quimby.

DISPOSING QF THE SUIT AGAINST 

THE ALDERMEN. 

JUDGE DONOHUE’S DECISION IN THE CASE 
OF THE CONSENT GIVEN TO THE BROAD- 
WAY SURFACE RAILROAD COMPANY. 

Judge Donohue has dissolved the pre- 
liminary injunction granted by him on the ap- 
plication of Edward M. Knox, Francis B. Thur- 
ber, and other taxpayers, restraining the Board 
of Aldermen from giving their consent to the 
construction of the road of the Broadway Sur- 
face Railroad Company in Broadway and re- 
straining that company from acting under a con- 
sent given it by the Aldermen on Aug. 30. ‘Lhe 


opinion is as follows: 

SUPREME COURT—EDWARD M. KNOX Vs. WILLIAM 
P. KIRK AND OTHERS.—DONORUE, J.—Thisis anaction 
brought by Edward M. Knox and others, as taxpayers 
and owners of property on Broadway, against Wiliam 
P. Kirk and others, to restrain Kirk and the other indi- 
vidual defendants, xs members of the Board of Aider- 
men, from voting for or givingto the Broadway Sur- 
face Railroad Company the privilege, if they can pro- 
cure the consent of property owners or the court, of 
laying a railroad on Broadway, in the city of New-York. 

‘he question which the plaintiffs seek to present to 
the court und on which they ask its judgment is 
whether the Board of Aldermen, under the circum- 
stances stated inthe complaint, acting, as they claim, 
as ‘Trustees for the people of this city, in granting 
their consent, exceeded ‘their duty in granting 
such consent without exacting some compenss- 
tion or putting the franchise, as it is called, 
up at public sale, and in the meantime, and 
until the decision of that question, asking an 
injunction to prevent the construction of a railroad in 
Broadway. There is nothing in the bill that shows 
there is any present danger of any such construction, 
andif the defendants wrongfully gave the privilege 
this suit without an injunction will produce allthe 

laintif! is entitled to. 1 do not think that there 

8 anything in the bill that justifies an injunction. 
All that can iuany event be given is the corporation's 
consent to apply, to the people or the court for the 
privileges sought for by the defendant company. All 
the questions raised on the motion are properly up and 
can be properly passed upon inthe present application 
of that company to the General Term of the Supreme 
Court for the privilege of constructing a railroad in 
Broadway. lf under the permission or without the 
permission the defendant company shall procure the 
consent of a majority ot property owners on Broadway, 
I for one do not see any reason why the city of New- 
York should make a profit out of the street in front of 
the houses on Broadway, the owners of which desire 
the’construction of a railroad. In other words, | see 
no reason why the street in front of my house or any 
other individual’s house in New-York should be sold 
for the benefit of the city foran object which the prop- 
erty owners desire in that street. 

It is claimed that the individual defendants are act- 
ing as Trustees in regard to this property and that itis 
their duty to put the franchise up at public auction. 
The Legislature in granting the privilege to any appli- 
cantto apply to the Common Council seem carelully 
to have left entirely with the Common Council and the 
Mayor a discretion and judgment as to the manner in 
which the privilege should be granted. While they 
have in regard to the people's consent in certain 
cases substituted the ‘General Term and _ its 
Commissioners for the consent of the _ people, 
they have nowhere evinced an intent to sub- 
stitute the court for the consent of the Com- 
mon Council in regard to the building of the road. 
But if they had, and the court is ina position to dis- 
pose of that question, how does it then stand? The 
defendant, The Broadway Surface Railroad Company, 
has no consent to build the road and another company 
has such consent. How can there be equal bidding 
between these parties forthe so-called franchise put 
up at auction when one company has the privilege 
from the people of building a road and the other has 
not? Anauction would seem to suppose an equality 
of bidding. Here it would be putting upa privilege 
which but one party could exercise when the privilege 
or permission given by the Common Council should be 
given under such sale. 

Aguin, it is said that offers have been made that show 
that the consent of the Common Council was improp- 
erly given, and that large sums might be paid to the 
city for the grant, as it is called, that is now to be given 
away. The court, in disposing of this case, cannot 
shut its eves to the fact that, while in form the discus- 
sion is between the plaintiffs and individual defend- 
ants, it involves really a contention between rival com- 
panies forthe same route, and, in considering all the 
questions, the weicht to be attached to the arguments 
must be viewed with reference to this fact. In view of 
all the facts, is there any such offer or tender of any 
sum whatever before the court, as made to the Com- 
mon Council for this consent of theirs to build 
a road? The first proposition which it is said has been 
made to them is stated inthe following terms: “Our 
company is prepared to submtt to any reasonable reg- 
ulations or requirements as to such interchange of 
business constituting Broadway a trunk line. to bid at 
an auction sale several hundred thousand dollars for 
the right to buildand operate a railroad in Broadway.” 
It will be seen that what under this to be put upat auc- 
tion is the right to build and operate a railroad in 
Broadway. Itis only necessary to say that the Com- 
mon Council have the right to give no such privilege. 
All that they have is to consent that some person who 
gecs the consent of the people or the court may build 
such a railroad. They cannot inc!ude the people or 
the court in any offer that they may put up 
at auction, and so the offer which appears 
to have been made could never have been 
made a benefit tothe city. The next is: Another com- 
pany which has resolved “‘that this company hereby 
offers thecity of New-York for the franchise enabling it 
to construct and operate a double-track surface railroad 
Jrom the vicinity of the Battery to Union-square ator 
about Fourteenth-street, with the necessury sidings, 

switches, &c., the sum of 31,000,000.” It is perfectly evi- 
dent that under this, if accepted, the city would be 
entitled to nothing. All that the oy’ has to give—and 
certainly that is not what the offer is made for—is its 
consent to the party who obtains such consent apply- 
ing to the people or the court for the privilege asked. 
In the case of the first offerthe company offered to sub- 
mit to conditions as to interchange of business. 
As this depends entirely on the consent of other 
roads to so interchange, nothing could be done 
in either of the offers. Looking at the offers 
in the strongest and most favorable light for 
the persons who made them, there is nothing on which 
the city could make a contract which would be of the 
slightest pecuniary benefit tothem. I do not think on 
the present motion that even werethe Common Coun- 
cilin a position to give a consent or license which 
might be used at the present moment, the law is clear 
that they could annex any pecuniary benetit to the city. 
There ure a class of cases showing that where the 
right to license exists in the corporation, no pecuniary 
benefit beyond what might pay the expenses of the 
license or licensing can be attached. 

For these reasons und from the fact that no present 
right under the grant exists and that all questions that 
havearisen under the bill should have been presented 
and can be presented to tue General Term on the ap- 
plication now pending before them, I think the injunc- 
tion should be dissolved. 

The bill contains charges of fraud and corruption and 
as there is no proof on this point 1 do not think it nec- 
essary to say anything on that subject.

J. D. Campbell, Twenty-secona Ward; C. FE. 
Hotaling, Twenty-third Ward, and John 4H. 
Burroughs, Twenty-fourth Ward. Tbe members 
of the Executive Committee resigning were 
Richard Oliver, R. R. Bowker, R. . Van 
Vieck, W. V. Tupper, A. T. White, Isaac How- 
land, W. 8. Gilmore, W. J. Coombs, and Frank 
Saunders. 

The resignations of all these gentlemen were 
accepted with oxpreanyes of regret, and in the 
case of President Nichols a special resolution of 
thanks for his services was adopted. The resig- 
nation of Mr. John H. Burroughs asa member 
of the club was also received and accepted. The 
resignations of the membersof the Executive 
Committee and the officers of the club are to 
take effect Oct. 1; those of the members of the 
Advisory Committee when the new members are 
elected.

TAMMANY GOING ALONE| 


ciestilipsinnne 
SELECTING THE TICKET PREPARED 
BY KELLY. 
‘HE COUNTY CONVENTION OMITTING THE 
UsUAL FORMALITY OF CONFERRING 
WITH OTHER ORGANIZATIONS. 


Tammany nominated a straight ticket 
for local officers at yesterday's convention with- 
out the usual formality of stopping to confer 
with the other Democratic organizations of the 
city. It was machine work of the most pro- 
nounced type,and not until withinan hour of 
the assembling of the convention did the district 
Jeaders know who the candidates were that John 
Kelly had decidedupon. Of course they prompt- 
ly ratified this decision. The Democrat who had 
dared to oppose his wishes would have been 
promptly hustled from the hall, and all thisin 
an organization which prated so loudly about 
free speech and against the enforcement of the 
unit rule at Chicago. 

The convention numbered upward of 1,300 
Aelegates, and at 3 o’clock they were called to 
order by John Kelly himself. Mr. Kelly at once 
proceeded to make a speech an hour long, in 
which he described the sort of candidates whom 
he wanted the delegates to nominate. He told 
them that, as he understood their wisbes, 
Tammany would proceed to name candidates of 
her own without reference to other organiza- 
tions in the city. He _ criticised the 
practice, which he has himself indorsed, 
and in which he has’ so often in- 
dulged of late years, of conferring with other 


organizations. It was,inthe language of some 
ot the candidates, a bartering away of the 
prerovatives of the people, as hesaid. He wanted 
to know whether it was reasonable or logical or 
in the interest of good government that political 
organizations should get together to agree solely 
on their particular candidates, regardless of the 
opinions of the voters. He answered in the 
negative his own question and thus confirmed 
the general impression that he has been a political 
trickster and trader for years. P 

Then Mr. Kelly wailed at what he termed the 
misrepresentation of Tammany Hall by the 
press, and begged to assure his henchmen that 
they were a much maligned body of men. He 
attected to be grieved because there had been 
created against Tammany so strong a feeling of 
prejudice in the community and country. Then, 
as if he had awakened to a realization of the fact 
that Tammany has frequently nominated vicious 
men for office, be urged the delegates to nomi- 
nate good men this year. The delegates winked 
at one another as they listened to the old man. 
He spoke of the claims of young men to rec- 
ognition, and the braves yelled loudly, 
knowing that he referred to Alderman Hugh 
J. Grant. “The greatest achiewements of men 
bave been made before they were 30 years of 
age,” said he. “Alexander Hamilton was Sec- 
retary of the Treasury when he was only 
p41.” Without mentioning Mayor Low’s name he 
referred to the exalted position which that 
young man now occupies as Mayor of Brooklyn. 
He made a sly thrust at Mayor Edson, saying 
that the present Mayor of New-York 
had no  intiuence with the Legislature, 
that he was elected by a combination, and 
probably, if he understood government 
at all, it wasin theory only, for he had had no 
practice prior to assuming the office and had had 
to Jearn all he knows since he was elected, and 
that he had been unable to give good govern- 
ment to New-York because he was not in sym- 

athy with a majority of the Legislature. That 
he Mayor had labored to do his duty, notwith- 
standing all these drawbacks, Mr. Kelly finally 
feciared, and again the braves winked and 
smiled. 

Mr. Kelly concluded his speech by disposing of 

the rumors which he had heard concerning Tam- 
Many’s loyalty to Cleveland and Hendricks. 
\ We believed,” said he, ** that the nomination of 
Brover Cleveland was an unwise one. That was 
before the convention. Iam not going to criti- 
rise the qualifications of Grover Cleveland. 
The community has done that already, and it 
would be improper for me to hold up Mr. Cleve- 
land as a man whom I believed was incapable 
and unfitted, and say his nomination was not in 
in accordance with the rules of Democratic con- 
ventions. I will not criticise his political life 
because it has been a brief one. He has been 
nominated for the first office in this country. 
if the criticisms that have been passed upon 
him by individuals and by the press are in part 
correct, let me remind you that equally strong 
eriticisms have been passed by the press and by 
individuals upon his opponent, Mr. Blaine. 
Grover Cleveland isthe nominee of the Demo- 
cratic Party, and it is fair to suppose that unless 
we now and forever renounce our allegiance to 
the party we have belonged toso many years 
we shall heartily support the Democratic candi- 
dates. [Applause.] We have already expressed 
pur opinions of these candidates, and we don't 
propose to say any more. I know it is the wish 
pf our Jeaders that we shall give Grover Cleve- 
jand our full and honorable support. [Pro- 
longed ‘applause.}] Of course we cannot over- 
iook the circumstance that a large num- 
ber of people of this city and State who 
jn former years supported with great unanimity 
and I may say cordiality the party’s nominees, 
have alienated themselves from us on account 
pf questions which they have taken deeply to 
heart. They are people who are compelled 
to earn their bread by the sweat of their 
brows. Their grievances have been ignored 
until self-protection, which is the first law 
of nature, compels them to revolt. They have 
revolted. aud they have good reason, in their 
ppinion, to revolt. When a man with a just 
cause seeks redress from legisiative bodies and 
he is ignored, he is not apt to forget it. The Re- 
publican Party has certainly paid no attention 
to their grievances and their appeals for aid. 
Are not corporations created by the people? No 
matter what may he said about the unconstitu- 
tionality of legislation, the fact remains that 
the legis'ative power is greater than the cor- 
porate power which it created. 

“We ery ay Grover Cleveland in good 

faith,” said Mr. Kelly, emphatically rapping the 
table, while the hal! resoundedjwith the yells and 
pgpproving shouts of the braves. Mr. Kelly added 
with equal emphasis: “ Nothing shall be left 
undone on the part of this organization to induce 
tne men who were formerly adherents to be- 
lieve that the grievances of which they camplain 
cannot possibly be remedied by the election of 
Mr. Blaine. [Applause.] Let us hope that our 
varty will be successful. [Applause.] Let our 
abors be unceasing till the sun goes down on 
election day. [Applause. Let us forget the 
past. Let us, if we have the inftiuence, persuade 
our friends to return to their first love, the Dem- 
ocratic Party.” {Appleuse.] 

Ex-Judge A. B. Tappan was made presiding 
oflicer of the convention, and Thomas F. Giiroy, 
Joei O. Stevens, and Sidney J. Cowen secretaries. 
The Committees on Permanent Organization 
and Resolutions retired to “ deliberate,” and 
“talks” were called for from Col. Torrence, of 
Ontario County, and W. Bourke Cockran. Mr. 
Cockran discoursed upon the duty of Demo- 
crats, and declared that the County Democrats 
and Irving Hail, if they were actuated by devo- 
tion to the party, would indorse the conven- 
tion’s nominees. The temporary officers were 
made permanent, and the real work of the con- 
vention was begun. From the Committee on 
Resolutions was reported, by Jacob A. Cantor, 
the following resolution indorsing Cleveland and 
Hendricks, which was adopted with applause: 

The Democracy of the city and county of New-York, 
represented by the Tammany Hall organization, in 
convention assembled, im consonance with its history 
and record for nearly a century as the representative 
Democratic organization of the city and county of 
New-York, do hereby ratify the nomination made by 
the Democratic National Convention recently held in 
Chicago of Grover Cleveland for President and Thomas 
A. Hendricks for Vice-President of the United States, 
and of the romination of Charles A. Rapallo and 
Charles Andrews by the Democratic State Convention 
for Judges of the Court of Appeals of the State of 
New-York. eo 

The cut and dried programme of nominations 
Was then rushed through as rapidly as possible, 
the roll call of delegates being suspended and 
the nominations for Mayor and Controller being 
made unanimous and those for the ofticers by 
acclamation, “to save the time of this conven- 
tion,” as Judge Tappen glibly expressed it. 

Maurice F. Holahan nominated Alderman 
Hugh J. Grant, of the Nineteenth Assembly 
District, for Mayor. 

Gen. Spinola nominated ex-Congressman 
Philip Henry Dugro for Controller. 

Col. E. T. Wood nominated ex-Senator George 
H. Forster for District Attorney. 

Jacob A. Cantor nominated Gen. John Coch- 
rane for Alderman at Large. 

Senator George W. Plunkitt nominated Deputy 
Coroner Dr. Michael J. B. Messemer, and Michael 
J. Sigerson seconded it, 

W. Bourke Cockran nominated for Justices 
of the Court of Common Pleas Joseph F. Daly, 
Richard L. Larremore, and Hugh L. Cole.

Tammany candidates for Mayor and Control- 
ler are both babes in knowledge of municipal 
and financial affairs.

Grant is 31 years Of age and was born in this city.

He is wealthy, his father, Anthony Du- 
gro, for many years chief of the hautboys who 
paraded the streets of New-York, having ac- 
guired a fortune in his special line or contracts. 

George H, Forster isa member of the firm of 
Weeks & Forster. He was a member of the As- 
sembly from the First Westchester District in 
1876 and a Republican State Senator in 1880 and 
1881. Three years ago he was the Republican 
nominee for District Attorney against Tam- 
many’s candidate, John McKeou, and was de- 
feated. Surprise having been ——— at his 
selection by Tammany, Mr. Kelly said: “Oh, 
we're al] reformers this year.” 

Gen. John Cochrane has been so Jong a famil- 
jar figure in this community and his politics 
have been so varied that he, too, like 
Mr. Forster, will make a bid for Republican 
votes. Before the war Gen. Cochrane was a 
Tammany Democrat. Then he became a Re- 
publican, and afterward one of that type known 
as the Greeley Republicans. During Tweed’s 
days he was twice President of the Board of 
Aldermen.

PERMISSION GIVEN TO SUE PERSONS WHO 
RECEIVED MONEY FROM THE FIRM. 

As Receiver of the assets of Grant & 
Ward, Julien T. Davies yesterday petitioned the 
Supreme Court for leave to sue all persons who 
obtained from the firm money to which they had 
no title. He said: “Your petitioner is now in 
possession of tacts showing that there are many 
persons who are indebted to the estate which he 
represents for money paid to them out of the 
assets of the firm of Grant & Ward, which money 
was paid tothe said parties without considera- 


tion, and which money by reason of the peculiar 
circumstances under which it was paid, your pe- 
titioner is advised and believes he is entitled 
to recover for the benefit of the estate and for 
the benefit of the lawful creditors of said firm, 
but your petitioner cannot now give a detailed 
statement of the names of the persons or of the 
amounts, because your petitioner is still engaged 
in investigations and is constantly learning new 
facts which throw new light upon the trans- 
actions of the partners of the said firm and dis- 
close liabilities previously unknown to your 
petitioner.” 

On the application of W. B. Hornblower, at- 
torney for Receiver Davies, Judge Vonobue has 
mnade an order empowering the Receiver to be- 
gin suits. Mr. Davies and Mr. Hornblower de- 
clined to give any information respecting the 
newly discovered facts and the persons against 
whom suits are to be brought on the ground 
that publicity would tend to defeat the objects 
sought to be gained by tbe order granied. 
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AN EXCITING CONVENTION PROMISED. 
The Passaic County Convention will be 
hela at Paterson this afternoon for the nomina- 
tion of candidates for Sheriff and Coroners. The 
contest for Sheriff is the most animated ever 
seen in the county. The office pays about $3,000 
yearly net.and there are three candidates for 
the nomination—James W. McKee, T. Frank 
Hoxsey, and P. H. Shields. The last-named has 


five delegates, and the rest are almost equaliy 
divided between the other two. In order to de- 
feat Mr. McKee his transactions as Director of 
the Board of Chosen Freeholders of the county 
last year have been brought under review. 
From an official report made to the board on the 
subject last June it appears that Mr. McKee was 
somewhat dilatory in paying over certain 
moneys received irom the State for the use of 
the county. He received $496 in Octo- 
ber, and did not pay it over until 
March; in January he received $500 more, 
which he held until May 138, when he also paid 
over $600 received April 14. He paid all the 
moneys over before going out of office, but his 
opponents claim that he was teehnically guiity 
of embezzlement in converting the county 
money to his own use, and the Democrats 
threaten if he is nominated to compe! the sitting 
Grand Jury tofind an indictment. The Repub- 
licans are a little uneasy just now because their 
late City Clerk absconded with about $4,500 of 
the city moneys, and Judge Dixon charged the 
Grand Jury to also indict the'present Republic- 
an City Treasurer for neglect of duty in con- 
nection with the Clerk’s defalcation.

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PLEADING FOR DRAWBAUGH. 

SENATOR EDMUNDS’S ARGUMENT FOR THE 
PEOPLE’S TELEPHONE COMPANY. 

Before Judge Wallace, in the United 
States Circuit Court, yesterday, ex-Judge Hill 
finished his argument for the defense in the case 
of the American Bell Telephone Company 
against the People’s TelephoneCompany. When 
he had done with the testimony of the witnesses 
in the examination at Eberly’s Mill he gave 
place to Senator Edmunds, who spoke for a 
short time for the People’s’. Company. He 
said that he did not think it necessary 
to say anything except in a general way, 


as Mr. Storrow, of counsel for the Bell Com- 
pany, had exhausted every resource of the 
case in proving Bell’s inventions entitled 
to the exclusive consideration of the court. It 
seemed to him very difficult to specify the point 
upon which the opposite side of the case was 
rested. An attempt had been made to prove 
that the evidence of the people of Eberly’s Mill 
was untrustworthy, but in that quiet locality, 
where every person's life was open to inspection, 
it had been impossible to put up an opposition. 
It was not fair to presume that these people had 
been or could be mistaken in what they saw with 
their own eyes. 

** My learned friend on the other side,” said 
Senator Edmunds, “ wishes us to look at the 
evidence, and judging it by the standard of to- 
day, say that the witnesses must be mistaken, 
and that Drawbaugb's invention never could 
have existed for four or tive years before Bell’s 
invention. Wemust look at the evidence in the 
uent in which the world was living at that time. 
There was Morse, the inventor of the telegraph. 
He discovered the telegraph while in mid- 
ocean, and his heart was full of it, and 
how long was it before he became famous? 
It was years and years. His friends 
wouldn't go into his invention, and they may 
have spoken of himas Drawbaugh was spoken 
of, and called « * fool’ and a ‘lunatic.’ But he 
persevered. and finally Congress, which is al- 
wuys liberal with other people’s money, helped 
him make his invention a success. My learned 
friend claims that Drawbaugh couldn't have 
made those inventions because le hadn’t the 
knowledge and didn’t know what he wanted to 
do. Drawbaugh’s heart was full of his inven- 
tion, and he did know what he wanted to do, and 
the neizhbors knew of it, and still they said that 
this old man was wasting his time and 
neglecting his family. The counsel for 
the other side say that these witnesses 
must. look at this matter as an indifferent event. 
Well, to them it was an indifferent event, and no 
amount ot argumentcan show that these numer- 
ous witnesses had any thought in common or 
that there was any concerted action among 
them. The other side argues that Drawbaugh 
was only a skillful mechanic. Well, he was. He 
had agenius for mechanics.

Was he not, 
therefore, in line with that which shouid have 
Jed to the invention of the telephone’ He was 
not supplied with money by weaithy and intel- 
ligent relatives as Bell was, and the way was 
hard, and yet practical men, the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, could not be brought to 
make use of Bell’s invention for nearly a year 
after it had become a fixed fact. 

“How was it with Drawbaugh? There was no 
day in the year that the wolf was not at his door, 
and sickness banging over him. And because, in 
face or insuperabie obstacles, he did not make 
himself famous, it is claimed that the testimony 
of these witnesses is of no use. Mr. Storrow says 
that these witnesses were only rustics! Does 
that degrade them or ennoble them? Draw- 
baugh’s instruments cannot be the creation ofa 
day of a moment. They could not have been 
manufactured by the most skillful of workers so 
that the intelligent eye would be deceived.

‘The regulations for cach city are 
practically the same, changed a | to meet 
the requirements of the several charters, 
and all are modeled on the Brooklyn and New-

officers, and therefore all persons appointed or 
employed by them are subjectto the rules of 
the State Civil Service Commission, By invita- 
tion of the Commissioners Mayor Edson was 
present at the afternoon session. He said that 
the regulations for this city were now in force, 
and he expected that the results would be in 
every way satisfactory. 

Upon the representation of the Superinten d- 
ent of State Prisons that at the expiration of 
existing contracts for prison labor the convicts 
would be employed on State account, and that 
certain instructors, foremen, and others would 
have to be appointed, the Commissioners held 
that all such appointees would be subject to the 
State Civil Service rules. The Commissioners 
made preliminary arrangements for examina- 
tions to fill vacant positions in the Hudson River 
State Asylum at Poughkeepsie, the State Insane 
Asylum at Willard, and the Asylum for Idiots at 
—— The commission meets again to-day. 
The next regular meeting will be held at Albany,

LORD ABERCROMBIE SOLD OUT. 
THE STOCK OF FURS HE THOUGHT WORTH 


$5,000 SELLS FOR LESS THAN $500. 

Twenty-three headless bodies in a small, 
unpretentious cart arrived at a house on the 
corner of Broadway and Thirty-seventh-street 
yesterday morning at such an early hour that 
few of the citizens of the quarter were stirring. 
Slowly and mysteriously the bodies were taken 
from the wagon and placed side by side on the 
deserted sidewalk, where they stood a grim per- 


sonification of Bluebeard’s harem. Only one 
short year ago the headless trunks had been 
decked in seaiskins and ermine and beaver. Now, 
battered and disfigured, toothless because they 
had no heads, footless because they had no legs, 
they parodied the sex fare had once represented. 
When the sun shone high in the heavens little 
boys passed and thumped the defenseless bo- 
soms. When yesterday had become a well- 
a morning men cut feeble jokes on the 
sunken forms and pointed a moral which ended, 
* sic transit.”’ 

The lifeless forms belonged to Walter A. May- 
hew, Lord Abercrombie. For the loveof one of 
their living representatives he had bartered his 
hoard at the Manhattan Beach Hotel. With the 
value of their 23 ay ery trunks he was to pay 
those creditors who had the indelicacy tosendin 
statementsof account. For the house on Broad- 
way and Thirty-seventh-street was but the auc- 
tion,rooms of the sheriff's own particular auc- 
tioneers, Richard Walters'’s Sons, and by the 
order of relentless functionary Davidson the 
headless bodies, which were the busts on which 
Walter A. Mayhew, Lord Abercrombie, had 
loved to display his furs, were to be sold, with 
the furs which had adorned them and the whole 
contents of the unfortunate noblemau’s quon- 
dam store at No. 609 Broadway. 

Atan early hour the auction rcom was full. 
Perhaps it was that the neighborhood teemed 
witha fur-loving and teminine populace; per- 
haps it was that England’s bogus nobleman was 
supposed to have the latest Hyde Park fashions; 
anyway, the room was crowded, and numbers of 
ladies came, saw, and didn’t buy. The auction- 
eer had evidently been studying court etiquette. 
At times he referred to Walter Abercrombie, 
Lord Mayhew, and at others to Lord Abercrom- 
bie, Walter Mayhew. The stock was varied and 
not imposing. There were boxes of odds and 
ends, containing littie bits of fur; there were 
muffs by the tableful, trays of beaver trim- 
mings, queer widths of ermine, tippets, fluify 
swan’s down, impossible looking birds, and arti- 
cles made from the skin of the savory and ener- 
getic skunk. The moths had lunched ina robust 
manner on most of the goods, and the “ progress 
of the seasons” had told considerably upon the 
remainder. 

The principal feature of the sale was three 
stuffed animals—two foxes and an opossum. 
These were rendered particularly interesting by 
the fact that Walter A. Mayhew, Lord Aber- 
crombie, was supposed to have shot them 
with his own azure-veined hands, The exact 
circumstances of the exploit are said to be 
written in the records of the Abercrombie fami- 
ly, wherever that may be.

Lord Abercrombie was not present in a corpo- 
real sense, though his spirit brooded over the 
face of the establishment. During the progress 
of the sale a silver-knobbed walking stick, with 
a well-dressed gentleman at one end of it, was 
observed on the opposite side of the road. The 
expression of his face was vacant but wistful. 
The style of his gait was hauchty but depressed. 
The gentleman was nevertheless recognized as 
Walter A. Mayhew, Lord Abercrombie. 


IN TROUBLE ON A FAST DAY. 
THREE HEBREWS OBSERVE YOM KIPPUR BY 
GETTING ARRESTED. 

Lawrence Braham, of No. 204 East Thir- 
tieth-street; Hyam Freiwald, of the same ad- 
dress,and Benjamin Levy, of No. 312 East Twen- 
ty-seventh-street, were among _the throngs of 
Hebrews who visited Central Park yesterday, it 
being the day of atonement, during which no 


food or drink is partaken of and no work done 
by their people for 24 hours. In the afternoon 
Braham, Levy, and another Hebrew named Sid- 
ney Kahn, of No. 401 East Seventy-seventh- 
street, were prisoners in the Yorkville court. 

Levy is an importer of rough diamonds at No. 
105 Fulton-street, is an invalid, and has only re- 
cently returned from Brazil. There was a cut 
under his right eye, which was badly swollen 
and discolored, and there was also a cut on his 
head. Freiwald came to court asa witness. He 
told the reporters that Levy, being an invalid, 
the party took a short cut across the drive 
near the Park entrance at Fifty-ninth- 
street and Fifth-avenue, and = climbed 
over a wire fence to get to a_ seat. 
They found Park Policeman Samuel Murphy 
seated in citizen’s clothes, and say his first salute 
to them was: *“ You have a terrible nerve to 
come across that way. If you didit on my beat 
I'd break your jaw.” Freiwald says he asked 
Murphy to show what authority he had to inter- 
fere, and he made arush forthe party and cap- 
tured Braham and Levy, attacking the latter 
with his fists. He took the prisoners to 
the Arsenal, and there charged them with 
having assaulted him. Freiwald says he escaped 
arrest by hiding in some bushes. Kakn told the 
ofticer he would be a witness,and he at once 
had him arrested. Levy says he lost a valuable 
diamond from his shirt front. He fainted in 
court, and Dr. Hochheimer, of No. 207 East 
Fiity-seventh-street, was summoned to attend 
bim. The prisoners demanded an examination, 
which was set down by Justice Gorman for 
Wednesday next. 

Murphy’s version of the affair is that the party 
attacked him, and that he was struck on the 
nose. He says that Levy broke away from him 
and, while he was chasing him, fell over a bench, 
receiving his injur es that way. There was blood 
on the otfticer’s pantaloons. The prisoners were

HADRUGGPLANNED ANOTHER ESCAPE? 

The Queens County Jail officials were 
considerably agitated yesterday over the state- 
ment of Jailer Drake that Charles H. Rugg, the 
convicted murderer of the Maybee women, had 


been planning another attempt to escape. 
Druke’s story is that a few evenings ago, while 
he was inthe act of locking up the prisoners, 
Rugg asked him into his cell. ugg’s reet were 
chained to the wall at the time, as they have been 
since his first escape, and Druke, who is a power- 
ful man, not suspecting any wrong, entered the 
cell. Heasked Rugg what he wanted, and the 
prisoner replied: * Oh, don’t you see something 
there?” pointing to his manacled feet. Drake 
noticed that Rugg was anxious to get behind 
him, and without further invéstigation backed 
out of ‘the .cell, hastily closing the door behind 
him. Rugg was surprised and said: ** Why, Mr. 
Drake, what are you afraid of ? I wouldn't 
hurt a 

“That's all right, Charlie,” replied Drake, 
“but I’ve got to go up stains,” and he left. He 
informed Mr. Wanock, the Under Sheriff, the 
next morning of his suspicions, and they 
searched the murderer’s cell. Inthe tube used 
for ventilating the ceil Jailer Drake discovered 
a short piece of wood, the end of which was 
heavily loaded with the tinfoil used in wrapping 
chewing tobacco. It weighed about three 
ponte. and a blow from it would be sufficient to 

illany man. On being asked why he used the 
tinfoil he said: * Oh, I just wanted to pass away 
the time—that wouldn’t hurt anybody.” The 
ofticers took the weapon with them and placed 
an extra watch on Rugg’s cell. The theory of 
the officials is that Rugg meant to kill or stun 
Drake with the ciub, and then, sawing off the 
chains that bound him to the wall, secure the 
keys and escape. How he got the piece of wood 
is a mystery to his keepers, but the tinfoil is 
easily accounted for, as he is an_ inveterate 
tobacco chewer, and has been liberally supplied 
with the weed during his confinement.
